“several thousand men” to war 
plants and that the demands for 
such releases were increasing. 

“In order that these men may 
be replaced,” he said, “it is deemed 
necessary to increase the number 
of calls by selective service for 
men between the ages of 26 and 
37 who are not now doing their 
part to contribute to the war ef- 
fort.” 

Draft Amendment Sought. 

Consequently, he said, he had 
asked Selective Service Director 
Lewis B. Hershey to amend his 
regulations to provide for induc- 
tion of such men end also te-pro- 
vide for reclassification of those 
in the 26-37 age group who now 
have occupational deferment and 
who leave essential industry. 

Draft boards never have been 
formally ordered to halt induction 
of men past 26 but few have been 
drafted since September when 
Hershey advised boards that it ap- 
peared needs of the armed services 
for the rest of this year could be 
met from men under that age. 

At that time, Hershey stressed 
that “the armed forces continue 
to want the younger men.”

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD-

ican infantry divisions south of 
Ormoc concentrated yesterday on 
the sizeable job of destroying Jap- 
anese troops pocketed there, but 
torrents of rain hampered the 
operations, 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique today said the Seventy- 
seventh Division, which was 
landed there behind the enemy’s 
Yamashita line in a surprise move 
three days ago, was probing south- 
ward, toward the cornered Jap- 
anese force. 

On the south side of the pocket, 
the Seventh Division drove for- 


ward three miles, capturing Al- 
buera, terminus of a road cross- 
ing Leyte Island from east to 
west. . 

The Seventy-Seventh Division 
set up more field guns, 105s and 
155s, to land knockout punches 
On the trapped enemy force. 

The trapped enemy force was 
being squeezed into an ever-nar- 
rowing area and his losses were 
heavy, MacArthur said. 

Munitions Dumps Captured. 

North of Ormoc, where the rain 
was the worst, the American 
Thirty-second Division kept up its 
pressure against the enemy, cap- 
turing a field battery and large 
dumps of munitionseand supplies. 

On the eastern side of the is- 
land Xanks with the aid of light 
tanks cleared Japanese paratroop- 
ers from two United States air 
fields and the sky soldiers were 
pushed into a narrow pocket 
where they were contained, the 
communique stated, 

The paratroopers landed the 
night of Dec. 6, while a United 
States convoy was taking the Sev- 
enty-seventh Division around the 
south end of Leyte Island for the 
landing near Ormoc, principal en- 
emy port.

LONDON, Dec, 10 (Sunday) 
(AP). — Russian troops have 


smashed to within nine miles of 
the heart of Budapest at two 
points and sealed off the larger 
part of the city on the eastern 
bank of the Danube by breaking 
through to the river at captured 
Vac, 13 miles above the Hungarian 
capital, Moscow announced last 
night. 

At the same time Russian troops 
have crossed the water barrier 13 
miles southwest of the city in a big 
envelopment drive, Moscow said. 

Berlin disclosed that the Hun- 
garian government had fled to the 
Austrian frontier town of Sopron 
as two big Soviet armies con- 
verged on the besieged city and 
also sent flying columns racing 
far around it on the northwest to- 
ward Czechoslovakia and Austria. 
Budapest was almost three-quar- 
ters encircled. 

Premier Stalin announced in an 
order of the day that Marshal 
Rodion Y. Malinovsky’s Second 
Ukraine Army had advanced up 
to 37 miles on a 75-mile front, 
hurling the Germans back to the 
former Czechoslovakian border 
north of Budapest. 

Malinovsky’s central columns 
captured the eastern suburbs of 
Rakosliget, penetrating to within 
nine miles of the heart of Buda- 
pest, while his southern wing 
overran most of 30-mile-long 
Csepel Island in the Danube due 
south of Budapest, capturing 
Szigetszentmiklos, only five miles 
from Budapest’s municipal boun- 
dary. 

Crossing the Danube at Eresi, 
13 miles southwest of Budapest, 
Malinovsky’s units established a 
solid link with Marshal Feodor I. 
Tolbukhin’s Third Ukraine Army 
pushing up the west bank of the 
river from the south, Stalin said.

another division east of the Saar 
River in France for a concerted 
drive from the south on the in- 
dustrial Saarland, already invaded 
and hotly beset from the west. 
The Twenty-sixth Infantry Di- 
vision, which cracked the fortified 
line near the French village of 


Achen, seven miles southeast of 
Sarreguemines, plowed ahead up 


to two miles and met the Thirty- 
fifth Infantry Division, which was 
expanding three crossings of the 
Saar River just south of the Ger- 
man border. 

Elements ot the Thirty-fifth 
which crossed at Sarreguemines — 
pushed on north into Neunkirsch, 
less than half a mile from the 
frontier in the forefront of a po- 
tential enveloping drive against 
Saarbrucken, eight miles north- 
west. 

Other forces of Lt. Gen. George 
S. Patton’s army are within two 
miles of Saarbrucken on the west. 


Several Saar Crossings. 

The Thirty-fifth, which is 
called the Santa Fe Division, has 
many men from Missouri, Kansas 
and other Midwest states in its 
ranks. In addition to crossing the 
Saar in Sarreguemines, the Thirty- 
fifth had won bridgeheads at 
Dieding and Wittring, three and 
five miles southeast. 

The Twenty-sixth Division was 
the first to cross the Saar River, 
breaking across last month some 
17 miles south of Sarreguemines, 
and since then has been advanc- 
ing north along the east bank. 
It ran into stiff resistance at 
Achen, where it came up against 
the old French fortifications for 
the first time. 

(The German news agency 
Transocean said that the Third 
Army on the sector south of Saar- 
brucken was attacking with six 
to 10 tank divisions and four 
mechanized infantry divisions, far 
more than the Allies have an- 
nounced.)~ 

Heavy Fighting. 

There was heavy fighting on the 
whole Third Army front. 

The Sixth Armored Division, 
which also contains a considerable 
number of Missourians, wiped out 
an enemy salient three miles deep 
and two miles wide southwest of 
Saarbrucken., 

The Ninetieth Infantry Division, 
pressing deeper into the Siegfried 
line, seized the Dillingen railroad 
station two miles north of Saar-

Struble. 


The landing of the Seventy-sev- 
enth Division near the entrance to 
Ormoc Bay had been accom- 
plished with notable success. 
Then, when virtually all troops 
and supplies were safely ashore, 
Ja bombers struck. For 10 
hours until dusk new enemy twin- 
engined bombers and the familiar 
Hamp and Oscar bombers inter- 
mittently knifed through the 
clouds in screaming dives on the 
warships and landing craft in the 
Camotes Sea. 

From the bridge, with Comdr. 
Brown Taylor, of Macon, Ga., we 
counted at least 27 Japanese planes 
crashing into the sea. The cool- 
ness of our gunners saved this de- 
stroyer when an enemy bomber, 
diving toward the starboard quar- 
ter, was finally brought down by 
machine-gun bullets 500 yards 
astern before the Japanese could 
release his bomb load. 

Here was dive bombing of such 
intensity as to make our return 
resemble the Murmansk or Malta 
runs back in the days when there 
was still a great Luftwaffe. Per- 
haps this was worse, for Japanese 
pilots eager to die for the Emper- 
or are hard to discourage. 


Element of Madness. 


There “was an element of utter 
madness in the spectacle of enemy 
bombers attempting to penetrate 
solid cores of naval gunfire. Time 
and again they tried dive bomb- 
ing through suicidal curtains of 
flak. Occasionally they were fa- 
vored by low clouds which hid 
them from the gunners until they 
came plunging down through the 
murk directly overhead. 

Those were moments of cold 
sweat. We stared at the cloud 
cover until our eyes ached. In pe- 
riods of quiet we could hear the 
drone of enemy motors, then the 
drone would swell abruptly into a 
hideous scream as a bomber 
plunged. Instantly the scream 
would be blotted out by the shud- 
dering of 5-inch guns, 

Sometimes bombers disintegrat- 
ed in midair; often they plunged 
in balls of fire. But sometimes 
they found their target, 

In the first hour of the attack 
we lost an eight-year-old destroy- 
er and an over-age four-stack de- 
stroyer converted into a transport. 

They were far out in a picket 
line screening the  northern| 
passage between Leyte and Pon- 
son Island. They had been warned 
of an approaching Japanese con- 
voy, which had been reported at 
dawn 45 miles off the northwest 
tip of Leyte, headed for Ormoc. 

Since the Japanese were certain 
to have strong air cover, an at- 
tack was expected momentarily, 
and no one was surprised when 
five enemy dive bombers appeared 
from the north shortly after 8 a. m, 

They peeled off at about 12,000 
feet and came roaring down. For-. 
tunately, the transport for which 
they headed had unloaded its 
troops in the first assault wave 
and now was empty except for 
its normal] complement, 

The first bomber overshot, drop- 
ping its load 100 yards off the 
transport’s starboard bow. The 
second scored squarely amidships. 
There was a soaring burst of 
flame. We saw one of the stacks 
crumple, then obscuring piliars of 
black smoke. 

For more than 20 minutes the 
transport’s crew tried to check the 
fire. Then we saw boats lowered. 
Another transport hove astern, 
taking survivors aboard. 


All But Nine of Crew Saved. 


Meanwhile, another bomber 
struck the forecastle of the north- 
ernmost destroyer. Flames made 
rapid headway, spreading close to 
the magazines, and the order to 
abandon ship came quickly. All 
but nine officers and men were 
saved. 

Both ships burned throughout 
most of the morning. Then the 
destroyer which stood by pumped 
a few shells into the transport. 
It blew apart, in a series of rapid 
explosions, and nothing remained 
when the smoke lifted. Then the 
destroyer raced up the channel to 
finish off the other abandoned 
ship. 

There followed a lull, during 
which our destroyer gave close 
support to the troops pushing 
northward from the beachhead to- 
ward Ormoc. Getting no reaction 
from the shore batteries, Comdr. 
Taylor sent his ship within 1000 
yards of the village of Ipil, 
through which Japanese troops 
and vehicles were reported hurry- 
ing southward to contain the 
beachhead threat. 

Six Japanese barges lay high 
and dry along Ipil'’s narrow beach, 
and Brown spotted two small con- 
ical huts that looked suspiciously 
like camouflaged pillboxes., 

But the pillboxes stayed quiet. 
The beach looked deserted and 
there was no sign of life around 
the abandoned barges. As we 
drew nearer, we saw that Ipil was 
a typical Philippine small town— 
a cluster of nipa huts dominated 
by the copra warehouse with the 
tall white chimney and galvanized 
fron roof. 

Point-Blank Targets. 

It was one of those happy sit- 
uations that prevail once in a de- 
stroyer’s lifetime. Here were vis- 
ual targets at point-blank range 
—and nothing to shoot back at 


you. 

We had a thoroughly delightful 
half hour. The destroyer’s five- 
inchers salvoed into Ipil, obliterat- 
ing huts, uprooting palm trees 
and crumbling the storage tanks, 
which we had hoped contained 


Japanese gasoline but proved 
empty. Red tracers from its .40- 
caliber machine guns arched lazily 
into the woods surrounding the 
town. But there was no sign of 
the Japanese, and presently we 
ran out of targets. Up the coast, 
barely a mile and half away, lay 
Ormoc, Leyte’s biggest town and 
the port of escape for the esti- 
mated 25,000 Japanese in the 
Ormoc corridor. There was no 
shipping in the harbor and the 
town’s single wharf was a shape- 
less heap of blackened timber. 
Surprisingly, there appeared to be 
only moderate damage within the 
town, although it has been under 
artillery fire for more than a 
month and subjected to almost 
daily air raids. 

On a hill top south of the town 
stood two large wooden barracks 
of Camp Downes. A gaping hole 
in the red roof of one showed’ 
where Gen, Douglas MacArthur's 
bombers had struck, The Jap- 
anese had made no attempt to 
camouflage the buildings, and we 
saw no indication of enemy oc- 


ex wy 4 : 
By this time Maj. Gen Andrew 
Dodd Bruce’s beachhead force 
had moved within 200 yards of 
Ipil, seizing the bridge over the 
Voad River which the Japanese 
had mined but failed to demolish. 
They were now only two miles 
from the southern edge of Ormoc, 
Near the river’s mouth they un- 
cover red an enemy seaplane which 
the Japanese had pushed across 
the beach and hidden in a thicket, 
evidently for the getaway of high 
Japanese officers, 

Already tanks and artillery were 
ashore, and there seemed no fur- 
ther need of destroyer support. 
Thus far the operation had been 
a model of Army-Navy co-op¢-a- 
tion, 

The Initial *-sault. 


At first light our ship and other 
destroyers had scftened_ the 
beaches with a _  fifteen-minute 
bombardment. Then small rocket 
ships moved in, launching thou- 
sands of projectiles that ripped 
through the gray dawn with the 
sound of tearing cloth. Schools 
of little boats bearing the assault 
wave followed close behind. 

We saw the infantry men wade 
ashore, disappear in the fringe of 
woods and emerge on the rice 
fi.lds beyond. Not one shot was 
heard. Groups of soldiers walked 
boldly across the open ground 
without drawing fire. 

An hour passed without a single 
reported casualty. Then some 
slight small arms fire was en- 
countered near Ipil, and the in- 
fantry halted while mortsi were 
brought up.

CHIANG IS SAID 


TO AGREE TO WORK 
WITH COMMUNISTS 


Acceptance in Principle 
on Granting Them 
Voice in Government, 
War Reported. 


CHUNGKING, Dec. 9 (AP).—It 
was reported authoritatively today 
that Generalissimo Chiang’ Kai- 


aes » o™\shek has agreed in principle to 


Communist participation in his 
government and in military af- 
fairs. 

Gen, Chou En-lai, Communist 
negotiator who recently returned 


to Communist headquarters at 
Yenan with proposals, is expected 
to return here soon for implement- 
ing any agreement. 

The Communists, who had 
sought a formal coalition of Gov- 
ernment and armed forces, believe 
that if properly equipped they 
would be able to make diversion- 
ary offensives against the Japa- 
nese in North China. 

(Numerous Chungking troops, 
assigned to guard the area ad- 
‘jacent to the Communist-held ter- 
ritory, also could be shifted to ac- 
tive fighting fronts in event of an 
agreement.) 

The Chinese high command re- 

rted that troops counterattack- 
ng in Kweichow province have 
recaptured the railway town of 
Shangssu in an 18mile advance 
from Tuhsan, thus almost com- 
pleting the task of driving the 
Japanese back into Kwangsi prov- 
ince. 

The pursuit southward is con- 
tinuing, the Chinese said, The new 
War Minister, Gen. Chen Cheng, 
asserted “the crisis in Kweichow 
is passing, but we must be pre- 
pared for a resumption of the en- 
emy offensive.” 

Shangssu is 82 miles southeast 
of Kweiyang, Kweichow’s capital, 
and less than five miles from the 
Kwangsi border. Previously the 
Chinese had pushed another Japa- 
nese column back to the Kwangsi 
border farther east. 

The Japanese invasion was 
backed by six divisions and one 
brigade along the Kwangsi-Kwei- 
chow border, but only 9000 of the 
enemy actually entered Kweichow, 
it was stated. 

Gen, Chen said he intended to 
strengthen the more efficient di- 
visions of the Chinese Army in 
hope of an eventual general coun- 
teroffensive. He disclosed inci- 
dentally that Gen. Tang En-po no 
longer was the Chinese command- 
er in Kweichow but did not iden- 
tify his successor.

Little Room for Maneuvering. 


Moreover, geography favored 
them. There was little room for 
maneuver in the _  island-girt 
Camotes sea. To make matters 
worse, the convoy had to thread 
through a narrow channel formed 
by reefs to Bohol before gaining 
Surigao Strait. So the Japanese 
always knew where to find us. 

Progress was painfully deliber- 
ate. We took up our battle sta- 
tion near the rear of the convoy, 
fishtailing in dizzy circies. Our 
destroyer had a reputatio.. for 
luck—no fatalities in three action- 
crowded years—but as the after- 
noon wore on some of us could 
not help wondering it its number 
wasn't up. 

4 Jap Planes Downed. 


There were six attacks, and then 
we lost count. Around mid-after- 
noon four bombers streaked from 
the clouds and plunged on the de- 
stroyer directly astern, Her gun- 
ners had 45 seconds of shooting 
time. They had to be good, Three 
of the attackers were knocked 
down and the fourth was dam- 
aged. It pulled out of its dive, 
slanted across the convoy’ and 
then crashed in flames. 

Then the P-38's gave the clouds 
a shaking and more “bogies,” tum- 
bled down. One burning plane kept | 
a horizontal course for several 
minutes, traversing the entire con- 
voy before diving into the sea. 

Our turn came at 3:48, I had 
taken advantage of a brief lull to 
go below. There was coffee in the 
wardroom, and extra rationg of 
chocolate. No one had eaten since 
supper, for all the kitchen hands 
were needed on deck. 

We felt better after the coffee, 
and told ourselves that the worst 
was over. After all, there were only 
three more hours of daylight. 

Then it happened, Every gun on 
deck let loose at once, Cups and 
saucers flew off the table, and the 
ship heeeld so violently that I 
thought we had been hit. Suddenly 
the big guns went silent. Machine- 
guns kept up their frantic clatter, 
and we knew that the Japanese

lets. We braced ourselves for a 

terrific jolt. It never came, 
Narrow Escape. 

From above came shouts and 
cheering. We reached deck just as 
the Japanese bomber went down, 
500 yards off starboard.

“They're real money players.” 

The Japanese had come in at 
mast-top level, looming very large 
and personal in distressingly 
brief passage of time.

The decks were littered with 
shell cases and reeked of cordite. 
Six hundred and sixty-two rounds 
of five-inch shells and 1900 rounds 
of heavy machine-gun bullets had 
been expended since dawn.

Seventh Army Attack. 

Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch’s 
Seventh Army, using surprise tac- 
tics, fought into Bischwiller four 
and a half miles from the Rhine 
north of Strasbourg, jumping off 
before dawn in a double envelop- 
ment attack without artillery 
preparation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Fifty M. P.s kept a German gen- 
eral prisoner, but it took some do- 
ing. They fought off 1200 of the 
general's soldiers who tried to 
rescue him.

Jefferson Barracks Bridge 


$2,600,000 Span Opened to Traffic—2000 
Attend Ceremonies in Cold, Misty 
Weather. 


The Jefferson Barracks bridge, 
built at a cost of $2,600,000, was 
dedicated yesterday afternoon and 
opened to traffic for the first 
time. 

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell of Mis- 
souri and Gov. Dwight Green of 
Illinois made dedicatory addres- 
ses at the Missouri approach of 
the bridge, which spans the Mis- 
sissippi River, connecting Illinois 
State Route 3 with ‘éelegraph road, 
now known as Missouri State 
Highway No. 77, 

A cold wind driving a light mist 
and fog chilled the estimated 2000 
persons who attended the ceremo- 
nies, and prevented them from ob- 
taining clear views of the flat 
Illinois lowlands on one side and 
the high, wooded bluffs on the 
other. ’ 

Gov. Donnellin his address said: 
The two States welcome the in- 
creased facilities for the flow of 
commerce and communication the 
bridge will afford.” He added that 
the new atructure “is evidence of 
the wholesomenessa and effective 
ness of our national ideals by 
which friendship between the con- 
stituent parts of our nation is 
encouraged and developed.” 

Green Praises County Court. 

Gov. Green in his address said 
the bridge had been “forged by 
mutual interests and strengthened 
by the spirit of sincere co-opera- 
tion.” He called it a symbol of 
“harmonious teamwork between 
the two States,” and paid tribute 
to the “public-spirited men” of the 
St.. Louis County Court who is- 
sued the $2,600,000 in bonds to 
finance its construction. 

Following the addresses by the 
Governors, Judge Luman F., 
Matthews, Presiding Judge of the 
St. Louis County Court, broke a 
bottle, containing Mississippi 
River water on a pylon at the 
bridge entrance. A white ribbon 
across the Missouri approach of 
the structure was cut by Miss 
Paula Marie Waldemar, represent- 
ing Missouri, and Miss Florence 
E. Metter, representing Illinois, 

Miss Waldemer is the daughter 
of A. C. Waldemer of 7149 North- 
moor drive, Clayton, president of 
the Jefferson Barracks Bridge As- 
sociation, and Miss Metter is the 
daughter of A. C. Metter, Mayor 
of Columbia, IIll., and vice presi- 
dent of the bridge association. 


More than 400 motorists drove 
across the bridge in each direction 


away from the ribbon cutting cere- 
mony. red J. Hoffmeister, vice 
president of the bridge associa- 
tion, was chairman for the dedi- 
catory program. 

Bridge Free Today. 

Hoffmeister said motorists 
would be permitted to use the 
bridge today without charge. No 
charge wag made yesterday. Tolls 
will go into effect tonight at mid- 
night. For a passenger car and 
driver the toll will be 25 cents, 
plus an additional 5 cents for each 
passenger, Tolls for trucks will be 
40 cents. 

The bridge is seven-tenths of a 
mile long with a 24-foot roadway. 
Over mid-channel, the span is 
109 feet above water level at zero 
on the St. Louis gauge. The toll 
house is on the Missouri side of 
the bridge entrance. 

The new structure and its ap- 
proaches compose the last link 
of a belt s¥setem around the Great- 
er St. Louis metropolitan area in 
Miasourl and Illinois, An exten 
sion to the Missourt approach ia 
proposed to connect Highway 66 
and Lindbergh boulevard with the 
span, right-of-way having already 
been acquired for that purpose, 

Sought for 75 Years, 

Opening of the bridge ends 75 
years of effort by South St. Louis 
and Southern Illinois business 
men, civic leaders and residents. 
As early as 1869, a bridge to span 
the Mississippi River at Caronde- 
let was discussed and the proposal 
was revived in the 1870s and again 
in 1902, 1913 and 1933. Not until 
1938, however, when the Lindbergh 
Bridge Association was formed 
did plans become concrete,, and 
concerted efforts of this group 
culminated in ground breaking 
ceremonies Nov. 2, 1940. Two years 
later the association's name was 
changed to the Jefferson Barracks 
Bridge Association. 

The bridge was to have been 
completed within two years, but 
construction was delayed by war 
conditions and floods of 1943 and 
last spring.

The manager of a Kroger store 
at 1910 Cassa avenue was robbed of

Becker threw empty pop 
bottles, and Foster hurled cans. 
One can struck the older man with 
an impact which dented it. Pur- 
suit was abandoned when the man 
appeared to be drawing a pistol. 


OFFICER ACCUSED OF BREAKING

NOOSE ON FAENZA 
IN HARD FIGHTING 


8th Army Five Miles Be- 
yond Lamone River— 
Fog, Rain Slow U. S. 
Fifth Army. 


ROME, Dec. 9 (AP).—A noose 
was steadily being’ § tightened 
around the northern Italian high- 
way and coasta] stronghold of 
Faenza today by British Eighth 
Army forces in bitter fighting. 

Already as much as five miles 
beyond the Lamone River, the 
British seized San Prospero on the 
west bank only a mile southwest 


of Faenza. 

A parallel column, beating back 
steady resistance, fought to a spur 
less than a mile south of Celle, 
two miles west of Faenza and a 
mile from Highway 9 running 
northwest to Bologna. 

The Germans, fighting hard to 
protect their flank, recaptured the 
village of Pideura yesterday, but 
Allied tanks and infantry won it 
back after vicious fighting in the 
houses. 

The Germans were cleared from 
the east bank of the Lamone from 
Faenza for about 13 miles north- 
eastward, and Allied artillery was 
blazing away at stoutly entrenched 
machine-gun and mortar positions 
across the stream. 

Eighth Army patrols reported 
an area from three to five miles 
north of Ravenna now clear of 
the enemy. 

Fifth Army patrols south of 
Bologna groped through fog so 
dense that visibility was cut to a 
few yards and struggled against 
heavy rains that have kept that 
sector of the front static. Winds 
which at times reached 50 miles 
an hour added tc to the difficulties.

ROME, Dec. 9 (AP).—Three vice 
premiers, including Palmiro Tog- 
liatti, Communist leader, will be 
included in the new Italian Gov- 
ernment headed by Ivanoe Bono- 
mi, expected to be announced of- 
ficially tomorrow, it was learned 
tonight.

Authoritative sources said Togli- 
atti, who broke the deadlock in 
the two-weeks-old crisis by throw- 
ing his support to Bonomi, will 
share the vice premierships with 
Giulio di Rodino, of the Christian

member, 

From the fourth party in the 
new government, the Labor Dem- 
ocrats, will be selected a minister 
who will head the newly-created 
interministerial committee, which 
will supervise a program ‘of eco- 
nomic construction, an Italian 
communique said. 

Sforza Apparently Out. 

Meanwhile 71-year-old Count 
Carlo Sforza, opposed by the Brit- 
ish and described yesterday by 
Prime Minister Churchill as not 
regarded as a “true and trust- 
worthy man,” apparently was out 
of the picture in the new govern- 
ment, 

Slated to become Foreign Min- 
ister, the post for which Sforza 
had been proposed, is Christian

Sforza declared in an interview

Arrive Outside Athens 
—Hostile Activity Re- 
ported Increasing. 


By STEPHEN BARBER 
ATHENS, Dec. 9 (AP).— Addi- 
tional E.L.A.S. forces were re- 
ported to be arriving outside of 
Athens tonight while inside the 
city three high ranking liberals 
announced they were trying to 
put an end to the civil war that 
hag turned Athens into a battle- 
ground. 

Dimitri Lambrakis, publisher of 
the newspaper Eleutheron Vina, 


said he had been conuslting all 
day as intermediary between the 
moderates, dissenting extremists 
and government leaders in an ef- 
fort to find a solution to the na- 
tion’s political problems and as- 
esrted that “hopes are entertained 
that a favorable solution may be 
reached Sunday or Monday at the 
latest,” 

A communique from Maj. Gen. 
R. M. Scobie, British commander 
in Greece, disclosed the approach 
of the E.L.A.S. forces, the armed 
detachments of the E.A.M. (Na- 
tional Liberation Front). Scobie’s 
communique added that “progress 
is being made despite increased 
hostile activity on the part of the 
rebel forces in the deliberate de- 
molition of an important bridge in 
Pireaus,” port of Athens. 

No Sign of Let-Up. 

(An Allied communique issued in 
Rome said that Greek “rebel 
forceg continue to infiltrate and 
there is no sign of resistance slack- 
ening.” The communique said the 
majority of the weapons captured 
by the British were of German 
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and Italian origin. 

(“Unprovoked attacks on Brit- 
ish troops are increasing,” the

E. A.M. Denies Churchill Charges, 
But Says Its Fight Will Continue 


Spokesman for Greek Group Asserts Main 
Purpose of E. L. A. S. Was To Fight 
Germans and Regain Liberties. 


By STEPHEN BARBER and 
DIMITRI TRAVLOS. 


ATHENS, Dec, 9 (AP).—A 
spokesman for the E.A.M. (Na- 
tional Liberation Front) made a 
blanket denial today of British 
Prime Minister Churchill's charges 
that the E. A, M. and its military 
auxiliary, the E. L. A. S., sought 
to seize power in Greece and ter- 
rorize the countryside, but said 


the present battle would continue 
until the Government ‘of Premier 
George Papandreou resigned. 


Asked by the Associated Press 
for the E, L. A. 8. side of the 
story and for any comment on 
Churchill’s assertions in the 
House of Commons yesterday in 
defending British armed interven- 
tion in Greece, the spokesman de- 
clared: 


“If the E. L, A. S. desired to 
take over the reins of authority 
by force it could have done so 
immediately after the liberation 
of Athens, when there were no 
Allied troops or sufficient police 
or Quisling forces in the capital.” 
(This dispatch came through 
the Allieqd censorship in Athens, 
which is under British and Greek 
Government control. It does not 
identify the E. A. M. spokesman.) 


Fought Against Nazis. 


“For two and a half years,” the 
spokesman said, “the sole effort 
of the E, L. A. 8S. was to ex- 
terminate the Germans, Italians 
and Bulgarians. 


“Churchill's contention that the 

L. A. 8. had long prepared 
for a coup d'etat is unfounded, 
In fact, the E. L. A, S. has been 
attacking German garrisons and 
convoys continuously and relent- 
lessly. 


“On many occasions, while the 
E. L. A. 8S. was engaged in a 
fight with the Germans, Zervas 
bands attacked the E. L. A. 
simultaneously.” 


(This was a reference to the 
. D. E. 8. anti-German group 
led by Gen. Napoleon Zervas. 
Churchill said the FE, L. A. S. 
had fought members of this group 
instead of the Germans. The 
E. L. A. S. and E. D. E. S, long 
were admittedly rivals.) 


Denies Razing Villages. 


“The argument that the E. L. A. 
S. ravaged villages also is un- 
founded,” the spokesman said, tak- 
ing up another of Churchill's alle- 
gations. “Villages were destroyed 
by the Germans whenever their 
columns were trying to clear 
mountainous regions of E. L. A. S.

The spokesman asserted that the

mans never harassed Zervas (E. 
D. E. S.) men when the E. D. E. 8. 
were attacking E. L. A. S. troops.” 

In response to Churchill's state- 
ment that there were Germans in 
the E. L. A. 8S. ranks the spokes- 
man declared: ‘The only Germans 
among the E. L. A. S. are a few 
dozen anti-fascists who joined the 
E. L. A. S. and were used in mak- 
ing propaganda and in writing 
leaflets inviting other Germans to 
desert or cease fighting and de- 
nounce Hitler.” 

The spokesman said “the E. L. 
A. S. has been fighting for nearly 
three years in order to liberate the 
country from invaders and to se- 
cure the people’s sovereignty. 

Opposed to King. 


“For 50 days after liberation, 
nothing wag done as promised by 
Papandreou in his speech Oct. 18. 
In the meantime, the FE. L. A. S. 
wag aware of plans for the King’s 
restoration by reactionaries en- 
couraged by the attitude of British 
authorities here and there was 
ample evidence to corroborate our 
argument. For this reason, we 
demanded additional securities— 
mainly consisting of disarmament 
of all regular forces in Greece and 
setting up a new regular army. 
This new army would include only 
loyal officers after a thorough 
purge by the supreme military 
council, which was agreed upon. 

“The bar‘on Sunday's demon- 
stration gave rise to the armed 
conflict between the FE.

PUBLISHERS, FLYMEN 
RESUME NEGOTIATIONS 


To Meet Again Tomorrow on 
4 Contract Issues That 
Led to Strike. 


Representatives of the Paper 
Handlers, Flymen, Sheet Straight- 
eners and Stockroom Employes 
Union, St. Louis Local 16, con- 
ferred for an hour and a half yes- 
terday afternoon with representa- 
tives of the St. Louis Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, over the 
points of difference involved in 
the unauthorized strike which in- 
terrupted publication of the three 
daily newspapers on two days of 
last week. 


The conferees announced, on ad- 
journment, that they would meet 
again at 2 o’clock tomorrow af- 
ternoon, They said that differ- 
ence Of opinion existed on four 
issues, and that the meeting was 
devoted to discussion of these is- 
sues. The publishers’ representa- 
tives said that at tomorrow's 
meeting they would submit to the 
union a proposal for a new con- 
tract, in the hope that it would 
be satisfactory to the members. 

While the issues in question 
were not stated, previous state- 
ments have been to the effect that 
the flymen, as they are common- 
ly called, were asking for pay in- 
creases and equalization. The 
publishers’ representatives have 
said that the present pay of the 
men was as high as the Little 
Steel formula of the War Labor 
Board would permit, and that 
none was getting less than the au- 
thorized scale, though some of the 
older employes get more than the 
scale, through increases granted 
before the WLB rules were made. 
The meeting was held in the of- 
fice of Munro Roberts, secretary 
of the Publishers’ Association, in 
the Post-Dispatch building.

HEAVIEST SEA-AIR 
BLOW ON JAP BASE 


Concentrated Attack Is 
Curtain-Raiser for New 
Air Command, Gen. 
Harmon Says. 


PEARL HARBOR, Dec. 9 (AP). 
—The mightiest warship and plane 
blow yet to crash down on a Japa- 
mese base — the Dec. 7 (United 
States time) attempt to eliminate 
Iwo island as an intervening men- 
ace to the B-29s raiding Tokyo— 
was expanded by new Navy re- 
ports today. 

A communique today said Navy 
search planes, in the face of in- 
tense enemy aintiaircraft fire, flew 
low to bomb airstrip installations 
at Iwo, which is in the Bonin 
islands area 750 miles from Tokyo 
and about an equal distance north 
of the B-29 base on Saipan. 

Previously official reports and 
statements of military authorities 
had told of more than 100 Libera- 
tor bombers and perhaps as many 
as 70 Superfortresses (B-29s), es- 
corted by long-range P-38 Light- 
ning fighters, dropping an esti- 
mated 900 tons of bombs on Iwo 
during the day. The reports also 
said a naval task force heavily 
shelled the island with the aid of 
aerial spotters. 

Today’s communique did not 
specify whether the Navy search 
planes preceded or followed up the 
bombers and warships. 

(Mention of the heavy antiair- 
craft might indicate the search 
planes went in first inasmuch as 
ack ack was reduced to almost 
the vanishing point during the 
heavier assaults.) 

One Navy search plane was 
damaged, the communique said. 
All returned. 

The communique also reported 
air raids Dec. 7 on Pagan and 
Rota, enemy bases in the Marianas 
close to Saipan, 

Weather A Handicap. 

At the B-29 base on Saipan, Lt. 
Gen. Millard F. Harmon, com- 
mander of the Army Air Forces 
in the Pacific Ocean areas, said 
the Iwo attack was just a curtain 
raiser and that although the re- 
sults appeared good “we definite- 
ly are not happy about the overall 
result” because the weather 
proved a handicap. 

“Roughly, 20 per cent of the 
bombs landed in the target area,” 
he said. “But that doesn’t mean 
that the other 80 per cent didn’t 
do damage, because Iwo is pretty 
densely covered with installations 
of all kinds. 

“The results appeared good de- 
spite a thick cloud cover, The 
-best part is that the attack cost 
nothing except time, fuel and the 
bombs used. We lost no aircraft 
or personnel and none of the 
planes was damaged.” 

Harmon is deputy commander 
of the <Army’s Twentieth Air 
Force, which directs B-29 opera- 
tions. 

He said that Superfortress op- 
erations were going about as ex- 
pected in the early stages, but as 
traffic to Tokyo increases there 
will be better weather observa- 
tion, giving the B-29sg the oppor- 
tunity for more frequent strikes, 

“The attack on Iwo was 
the first time P-38 figh . have 
accompanied the B-29s on d long- 
range mission, and that phase 
worked out very satisfactorily,” 
Harmon said. 

Harmon said at least cae good 
oi] fire and several other blazes 
were observed when the naval 
bombardment started at Iwo. 

New Command Set-Up. 

Harmon disclosed that the 
Army’s forward air command set- 
up in the Pacific, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Willis H. Hale, has been 
replaced by a new task force 
called “Comstratair.” The abbre- 
viation means Command Strategi- 
cal Air Forces. 

The attack on Iwo was the first 
operation of Comstratair and Har- 
mon said that the co-ordination 
“worked out perfectly.” 

The new organization is com- 
manded by Harmon and embraces 
all land-based units in the Saipan 
area that can be used for long- 
range offensive operations. These 
include medium bombers and long- 
range fighters. 

Harmon said Hale has returned 
to the United States, but will be 

reassigned in the new organization 
when he returns to the Marianas. 

When Harmon is absent from 
the Marianas, Maj. Gen. Robert 
W. Douglass will serve tempo- 

rarily as deputy commander of 
Comstratair. Douglass is com- 
mander of the Seventh Air Force. 

Brig. Gen. Truman H. Landon, 
commander of the Seventh Bomb- 

er Command for three years, has 
returned to the United States. He 
has been succeeded by Col. Law- 
rence J. Carr, Chicago, who was 
chief of staff to Hale. 

Navy Capt. W. V. Davis of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., who was deputy chief 
of staff to Hale in the old For- 
ward Air Command, will succeed 
Carr as Hale’s chief of staff when 
the latter returns to his new com- 
mand here.

the sport, believes Clark Griffith, 

The 75-year-old owner of the 
Washington Senators, with 56 
years of experi- Sa RR 
ence in baseball, 
intends to go to 
bat on that point 
at the annual 
big league win- 
ter meeting 
opening Monday 
in New York. 

Since Landis’ 

death, discus- 
sion has been 
widespread on 
these points: 1, 
whether another 
c © m missioner 
should be ap- 
pointed before 
the war ends; 
2, whether Landis had too much 
power; 3 whether a three-man 
commission should become the 
game’s final authority. 

Griffith, who counted the Judge 
among his close friends, has these 
views on the situation:

Under the 
old rule, being a pro in one sport 
barred a boy from competition in 
all others. 

The action, announced yester- 
day by Carl Burris, secretary of 
the Association, may be a solu- 
tion to the problem of minor 
league officials who expressed 
concern that participation by high 
schools in baseball now is 40 per 
cent less than it was five years 


The minors are so worried that, 
at their recent meeting, they sug- 
gested plans for stimulating inter- 
est in high school baseball. 

Missouri now has the same rule 
regarding amateur status that 
Kansas has. 

Leniency also was noted in the 
change of the constitutional 
amendment regarding eligibility, 
which the members passed by 298 
to 96. The new rule provides that 
a player must be “a creditable 
citizen” and makes no reference 
to his scholastic standing during 
a semester. It does not change 
the requirement, however, that an 
athlete must have passed three 
subjects the preceding semester. 
The old rule specified that a play- 
er must be making passing grades 
in at least three subjects at the 
time of the competition. 

In addition to the amendments 
to the constitution, the members 
also eased the restrictions on bas- 
ketball tournaments which passed 
by the largest margin, 347 to 54. 
The new regulation limits a school 
after Dec, 1 to three indoor tour- 
naments besides the state series. 
Under the old rule, a school was 
limited to one indoor tournament 
besides the state event. 

The inimediate result of the new 
by-law will be to pave the way 
for a larger field in the Norman- 
dy Christmas tournament. In the 
pas schools in the Fergu- 
son tournament were prevented 
from playing in the Normandy 
meet. Now, these same schools 
will be able to take part in the 
Ferguson and Normandy tourna- 
ments and one other, if they de- 
sire.

ed out. Available food supplies 


diminish in both quantity and qual- 


ity, and by midwinter the upland 
game birds, many song birds, some 
small mammals and even some 
big-game animals are forced to 
subsist on scanty and undepend- 
able foods, 

Well-fed game birds rarely, if 
ever, die from exposure to cold 
even in the most severe winter 
weather, and if food is abundant 
in or near good cover they have 
little to fear from natural enemies, 
Starved animals, on the other 
hand, are likely to die of cold or 
be so weakened as to become easy 
victims of predators, 

A town or city game association 
can sponsor winter feeding and 
in general obtain the co-operation 
of hunters, Boy Scouts, women’s 
clubs, business men’s associations, 


the local press, outing-goods stores, 


grain elevator operators, feed-mill 
proprietors, rural mail carriers, 


railway section workers and oth- 
ers. 

For interested individuals or 
groups, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service has available for free dis- 
tribution a publication, conserva- 
tion bulletin 13, “Feeding Wildlife 
in Winter,” which can be obtained 
from the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
Chicago 54, Ill, 

Bird conservation of another 
sort—the protection of migratory 
birds against indiscriminate shoot- 
ing—resulted in the last fiscal 
year, the Department of the In- 
terior has announced, in $62,357 
in fines and jail sentences total- 
ing 462 days against hunters 
caught violating the Federal regu- 
lations. The convictiong for il- 
legal hunting during the period 
numbered 1985. 

One of the largest fines was 
paid by an Ohio hunter who killed 
28 ducks in one, forenoon. His 
fine amounted to $17.80 per duck. 
The hunter was arrested by an 
agent who watched the shooting 
through binoculars.

More Gifts to $100,000 Sum 
for Promoting Industry to 
Be Posted Tuesday. 


More than $22,000 has been con- 
tributed in the campaign of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
to raise $100,000 for a postwar ac- 
tivities fund, it was announced yes- 
terday.

(Delayed) (AP).—Axis troops are 
getting no respite on the coastal 


west flank of the Italian front 


where American Negro forces of 
the Ninety-second Division are 
fighting in a®*sector which com- 
bines the swankiest of prewar 
beach resorts with some of the 
toughest mountain terrain in Italy.

ITH THE WAR in Europe not won by a 
long shot—and the war in the Pacific hardly 
begun—America is in no position to settle down for 

a “long winter's nap.’ 

For even when the war in Europe comes to an end, 
it does not mean that what’s left in the Pacific is 
merely routine clean-up. 

The plain truth of the matter is that we have not 
yet begun to wage full-sized war in the East, And 


neither has the Jap. 


Furthermore, it will be bigger, tougher, and longer 
than most Americans now expect. 

In the interests of fighting the most quickly de- 
cisive war, let no American fool himself on three 
counts — the length of the war, the strength and 
endurance of the enemy, and the cost of the war. 

If he has any doubts, let him examine the facts: 


THE LENGTH OF THE WAR 


The Allied Military Command has estimated that it 
will take years, not months, to lick Japan. 

One and a half to two years after the defeat of 
Germany is regarded as the absolute minimum. 

To bank on any less time would be sheer folly,

OMETHING momentous, and so radically new that we can 
only begin to realize its consequences, is now being dem- 
onstrated in western Europe by the forces of the United 


States. Never before has anyone crossed an ocean in order 
to challenge on its own soil a nation which is comparable in 
military power with Germany. There have, of course, been 
countless expeditions overseas both from Europe to the Amer- 
icas, and from America to many parts of the world. But 
never before has a well-defended continent been invaded from 
across the seas. Napoleon at the zenith of his military great- 


ness, and Hitler at his, were 


unable to cross the English 


Channel; in 1917 the American armies disembarked on the 


friendly soil of France. 

Men had in fact come to believe 
that against a powerful country it 
was impossible to cross the ocean 
and wage war, No people believed 
this more than we did, For well 
over a hundred years our attitude 
toward the rest of the world has 
béan determined by the conviction 
that trans-oceanic war could not 
be conducted successfully against 
a first-class power. iiliactg

It is agreed that air power, that 
the flying bombs and the rockets, 
that radar, submarines, armored 
vehicles, are only at the beginning 
of their development, and that if 
the scientists continue to devote 
their best energies to perfecting 
them, there is no telling now how 
deadly, how long in range, and 
how surprising, warfare will be- 
come. 

But it is more deeply significant 
than all these particular weapons, 
though it comprehends them all, 
that the full military power of a 
modern nation can now be exerted 
across the oceans, from one conti- 
nent to another continent. 

Fortunately for us, it is we, 
rather than our enemies, who 
have been the first to carry out 
the military operation which al- 
most everyone believed was im- 
possible. For if we can invade 
the European continent now, and 
the Asiatic continent later, then 
no oné can ever again argue 
that North America and South 
America cannot be invaded. 


In war the advantage of being 
the first to use a new weapon, or 
a new tactic, is great. But it is 
temporary. And so in our military 
and foreign policy we must now 
assume that what Americans are 
doing, others can also some day 
do if once again we neglect our 
defenses and our alliances, and 
cease to be vigilant. 


HE difference between 
Eisenhower's task and Persh- 
ing’s is radical.

The German genera! staff, it is 
now evident, knew quite well that 
if ever the armed industrialism of 
the United States could be brought 
“0 sane against them, they were 
ost. 


Whatever Goebbels may have 
told the German people, the high 
command knew that their only 
hope was to stop us before the 
full weight of our power could be 
brought into play. 


Their first line defense was, of 
course, the submarine campaign. 
When the British and American 
navies and air forces had won the 
battle of the Atlantic, their next 
defense was in the ports of 
France. 

Knowing that the coast of 
France is much too large to be 
defended everywhere, and that we 
could certainly land somewhere, 
the German defense consisted in 
holding, till they were blasted out 
of it, every great port—of demol- 
ishing the port when they had to. 
give it up, of making as com- 
plete a wreck as possible of the 
railways which led from the ports 
to the front, and of removing or 
destroying most of the French 
railway cars and locomotives and 
repair shops. 

The Germans calculated that {n 
this way Gen. Eisenhower would 
never be able to put ashore soon 
enough enough men and equip- 
ment to withstand the German 
armies which were already in 
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France. It was a reasonable cal- 
culation. : 

But the British and American 
staff which planned the opera- 
tion had anticipated the Ger- 
man scheme of defense, and had 
with great ingenuity invented a 
means of defeating it, This was 
the device of building artificial 
harbors at the beaches. In spite 
of a storm last June which did 
great damage, these artificial 
harbors worked so successfully 
that the Allies brought in a 
much greater force more quickly 
than the Germans thought was 


possible. : 

This initial Allied force proved 
to be strong enough to conquer 
room in ormandy for more 
forces, and to capture the port of 
Cherbourg. This success enabled 
the army to grow until it was 
strong enough to break through 
the Germans at the end of July 
and then to surround and to de- 
stroy and capture over a million 
enemy troops.’

The issue between the Germans 
and ourselves has been whether we 
could deliver on the battlefield the 
military power which we are able 
to generate in the United States. 

Last summer we proved that we 
could deliver it in France. Since 
the summer campaign the task of 
the army has been to prove that 
we could deliver our power inside 
of Germany. 

To deliver it in France the Allies 
had to defeat the German navy 
and the German air force and to 
break the Atlantic Wall. 


To deliver our power in Germany 
we have had during the travail 
of this autumn to make France, 
which we had deliberately made 
unusable to the German army, 
usable again for our army. For 
in order to defeat the Germans in 
France we bombed, bombarded 
and sabotaged everything an army 
needs if it is to move and fight. 

Then, having defeated the Ger- 
mans in France, we had to turn 
around and repair the very facili- 
ties we had done our best to wreck, 
plus those which the Germans 
destroyed. 


Until September four nations, 
the British, the French, the Amer- 
icans and the Germans, did their 
utmost best to make France a 
country in which an army could 
not move and could not fight. 
Since September the work has 
been done of making France a 
country through which an Allied 
army could move to invade what 
was once the greatest military 
power on earth, what is still a 
country so profoundly militarized 


Americans do not look and act 
like soldiers as we Europeans ex- 


that it makes up in toughness and 
cunning and battle experience for 
its dwindling man power and ma- 
terial resources.

Allied navies and air forces, The 
ground armies were close to their 
base of supplies in England. The 
Germans were far from their base 
of supplies in Germany, and their 
lines of communication were for 
the most part blocked by the sabo- 
tage of the French Forces of the 
Interior and by our own airmen. 

When we broke out of the Nor- 
mandy peninsula our superiority 
in planes, tanks, trucks and mo- 
bile artillery had full effett. For 
the ground was hard and the 
weather was clear. : 

Gen. Bradley's armies, which are 
carrying the main burden of the 
present offensive, are in a very 
different position.

What I have said abut the sup- 
ply problem and the German 
strategy in the French ports ex- 
plains why the attack on Germany 
could not begin any sooner than 
it has. Could it have been post- 
poned until next spring or sum- 
mer? The high command, which 
realized to the full the disadvan- 
tages and the costs of a winter 
campaign, decided that the disad- 
vantages of a long pause were 
even greater. 


What were they? We can under 
stand them only by realizing that 
Germany is not, despite so many 
reports to the contrary, a fatally 
wounded animal which would lie 
there prostrate and passive while 
we prepared at our leisure to de 
liver the mortal blow. 

Germany is fatally wounded in 
the sense that she cannot avoid 
eventual defeat because she no 
longer has the 
man power or 
the resources 
to match the 
whole Allied su- 
periority. But 
Germany is not 
prostrate; on 
the contrary, 
her recupera- 
tive power is 
very great, 

That is why 
again and again 
she has been 
able to rebuild 
and repair the 
industries 
which we have 
bombed, That 
is why she has 
been able to re- 
store not orly 
the size of her 
fighter air 
force, but te 
develop an in- 
creasing num. 
ber of new 
fighter planes 
which are teeh- 
nically superior 
to our own. 

The Germans 
are still able te 
make exceed- 
ingly effective 
use of any 
pauseinthe 
fighting, If, for 
example, they 
had had anoth- 
er six months to perfect the robot 
bomb against England, it is not 
pleasant to think what might have 
happened. Nor is it altogether 
agreeable to think now about what 
they would be able to do with 
these new weapons if they had 
another few months to produce 
them and improve them, 


Moreover, though the German 
army has lost an enormous num 
ber of men, the German popula- 
tion and the population it controls 
ig still so great, and so enduring 
and tough, that there are replace- 
ments. Given a pause, the Ger 
mans are able to recruit and train 
and to equip new divisions. 

A long winter pause on the 
Western front would have meant, 
therefore, that Germany would 
have been able to recover a good 
deal of strength. 


The German high command may 
have been led to do foolish things 
by Hitler. But when the profes- 
sional soldiers are in charge, as 
they were in the Battle of France, 
as they are now in the battle of 
Germany, one must never assume 
that they are irrational, that they 
do not know what they are doing, 


The way in which the Germans 
fought the Battle of France saved 
Germany from invasion last sum- 
mer. The way they are defending 
Germany today has compelled us 
to choose whether we would fight 
now, when we cannot exert our 
whole superiority, or whether we 
would wait till next summer, when 
we may no longer have such over- 
whelming superiority.

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No Confidence 


The confidence which Commons expressed in 
Prime Minister Churchill by a 279-to-30 vote 
proves only that a House which is representative 
of pre-war England is unwilling to relinquish 
him as the rallying point for the British will to 
win the war. It could not by any feat of imag- 
ination be taken to indicate popular support for 
the Churchill policies which were the occasion 
for a vote. 

The outspoken comment of British newspapers 
proves that exactly the reverse is true—that 


_ there is in England an overwhelming absence of 


confidence in the policies which the Churchill 
Government is pursuing in Italy and Greece. 

If the Churchill policy of dominating politics 
in Italy and Greece were merely a conservative 
view, if it were opposed only by leftists, the 
London Times could be confidently expected to 
support it, for the Times is above all a con- 
servative newspaper. Yet the Times strongly 
condemns the Churchill Government’s policy in 
Italy and Greece. 

While British forces are fighting Greek mem- 
bers of the EAM in Athens, the Times declares 
that “for the British Government the paramount 
duty is at all costs to avoid taking sides in a 
Greek conflict. For the British Army the only 
conceivable role, in the face of every difficulty 
and every provocation, is one of strict neutral- 
ei vee’ 

This and other British press expressions at- 
test anything but confidence. They express grave 
concern at support of monarchist regimes in na- 
tions clamoring for popular government, at 
Churchill’s resort to bloodshed to impose his 
political point of view abroad. 

Churchill's characterizatien of the Greek left- 
ists as “ruffians,” “mutineers” and “murder 


gangs” is unconvincing. When he supported . 


Mihailovic against Tito in Yugoslavia, his policy 
escaped criticism for a long while, because little 
was known of these men. But much is known 
of the men whom Churchill stigmatizes in Italy 
and Greece, of the ideals they stand for and 
of their opponents. 

Churchill indicates that Count Sforza, whom 
he vetoed for Premier or Foreign Minister, is 
not a man of honor, has broken his word. As 
Dorothy Thompson wrote, Count Sforza is much 
too well known in the United States for Ameri- 
cans to be persuaded to think ill of him. Mr. 
Churchill calls the EAM Communists and totali- 
tarians who are trying to install a “swindle- 
democracy.” His allegations are not borne out 
by impartial observers, such as Donald Bell of 
the Overseas News Agency, in an article on this 
page today. : 

The trouble in Greece is that Mr. Churchill 
is keeping in power, with British arms, Premier 
George Papandreou, who represents King George 


II, as thoroughly discredited a monarch as Carol 


II of Romania. Leigh White, a former corre- 
spondent in the Balkans, wrote in The Nation 
two years ago that “George II is cordially hated 
by all but a fraction of his martyred subjects.” 
George understood this so well that he prom- 
ised not to return to Greece unless the people 
invited him. Nevertheless, he is back today in 
the person of his man Papandreou. 

Churchill's policy has resulted in civil war in 
Greece. It is on the verge of producing civil 
war in Italy, which has been without a civil gov- 
ernment for nearly two weeks. The Pierlot Gov- 
ernment in Belgium, which lacks popular sup- 
port because it is arch-conservative and winks 
at the collaborationists, has been defended from 
the people by British arms—with Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s approval, Churchill says, but Secretary 
Stettinius’ repudiation of political interference 
does not bear this out. 

The Yugoslavs want to know whether the 
British and Americans intend to interfere with 
their politics, and they want no Allied commis- 
sion in their land, says John Chabot Smith 
of the New York Herald Tribune. The Dutch 
are wondering what is in store for them with 
a Government-in-exile which has not moved with 
the changes in popular thought. In Poland and 
Albania, the same conflict between the forces of 
the past and those of the present is shaping up. 

In none of these countries is there confidence 
in a British policy of political interference; in 
all of them, strong antipathy toward it. 

Mr. Churchill has won an empty victory in 
the British House of Commons on this policy 
The verdict of world opinion is clearly and over- 
whelmingly “No confidence.” 
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Why the War-Bond Lag? 


Is St. Louis, lagging behind in war-bond 
sales while the nation as a whole goes over the 
top, unworried about future inflation and jobless- 
néss? Do we no longer care to assure our fight- 
ing men that we are doing our best at home to 
help in the common cause? Are St. Louisans 
less smart or patriotic than people in sister 
cities? Have “soulless” corporations greater 
stakes than flesh-and-blood citizens in victory 
and prosperity? Are we so well-heeled that we 
cannot imagine a day when a nest-egg, plus lib- 
eral interest, would be financial salvation? 

If the answer is a resounding No, the way to 
say it is to put every cent that can possibly be 
spared into war bonds. And the time is first 
thing tomorrow morning. 
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Henry Kaiser Cuts a Price 

For some time now, Henry J. Kaiser has been 
arguing a most encouraging doctrine of private 
enterprise devoted not to the biggest quick 
profit—that will o’ the wisp that withers capital- 
ism at the roots—but to a moderation in prices 
and liberality in wages that mean full employ- 
ment, universal prosperity.and, in the long term, 
greater profits, too. 

Unlike some social philosophers, Mr. Kaiser 
is a man with the means to back his beliefs 
with business deeds. A good deed, then, is his 
sharply cutting the price of Kaiser-produced 
cement last week while other mills were rais- 
ing their prices, 

In the cement industry, which has long shown 
a united price front under a system of identical 
delivered quotations from every mill, Mr. 
Kaiser’s act will be called rocking the boat— 
just as he rocked the shipbuilding boat a little 
earlier. But all such boats have got to be rocked 
unless we are to go back to the days of scarcity. 

His purpose, Mr. Kaiser said, is to stimulate 
postwar building and to fight a growing as- 
sumption that postwar prices will be inflated, 


é 
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All industry, in his opinion, should hold prices 
at existing levels or lower so as to develop the 
widest possible markets and thence the widest 
possible employment, 

The view is all so excellent that one can add 
only the hope that Mr. Kaiser and a few fellow 
prophets of like views and comparable distinc- 
tion can carry all business along with them, For 
if that happens, we shall indeed reach an abund- 
ance hitherto only dreamed of—and with a 
minimum of political interference. 
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An Impressive War Report 

We recommend for attentive reading the ar- 
ticle in this section today by Walter Lippmann: 
a thoughtful, observant writer’s account of his 
impressions and conclusions on a visit to the 
war front in Western Europe. 

. Mr. Lippmann presents an impressive and in- 
tegrated picture of the tremendous military op- 
eration now in progress on the Western front. 
His facts show what a magnificent achievement 
it has been to get this great fighting force into 
Europe, with its vast amounts of equipment, 
munitions and supplies. But he does not under- 
rate the resources or determination of the ene- 
my, and he makes clear the reasons that a fierce 
struggle is still ahead before victory can be won. 

Mr. Lippmann’s evidence, added to that of the 
war leaders, Government officials and corre- 
spondents, should clinch the case for speeding 
up the production of munitions, now being ex- 
pended at an unexpectedly high rate on the 
Western front. Shells and small-arms ammuni- 
tion are only part of the story, however, for 
the Army is sending out calls for more warm 
clothing, blankets and other supplies urgently 
needed for the troops in the weeks and months 
of winter war to come. 

Military authorities acknowledge that the 
needs for this crucial campaign could not be 
fully foreseen. Mr. Lippmann’s article makes 
plain why these added supplies are required. 
There is only one way in which the emergency 
can be met: by sufficient man power to run the 
factories at full speed and produce the goods. 
What a fine demonstration of support for the 
fighting forces it would be to see the war plants 
filled up af once by a great wave of volunteers 
for the duties of production-front soldiers! 
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OPA Brings Home the Shoe 


A new type of children’s shoe, made from a 
kind of leather known as “pigstrip,” which is 
the same as bacon rind, is soon to be produced, 
according to an announcement from OPA. This 
article is to be unrationed. The OPA people's 
reason for deciding not to ration it is obvious. 
Couldn't make up their minds whether to put it 
out under the shoe stamp or the meat stamp. 
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Conscription Wins in Canada 

Mackenzie King’s 143-to-70 vote of confidence 
established a precarious kind of conscription for 
Canada. It established nothing else, for it was 
the least hard among some hard choices a di- 
vided country had to make, and good only until 
the march of events makes some other choice a 
little easier. 

As Correspondent Blair Fraser said in Friday's 
Post-Dispatch, the resolution—“that this House 
will aid the Government in maintaining a vigor- 
ous war effort”—was “carefully devised to be 
as hard to vote against as one in favor of moth- 
erhood.” Because Canada is at war voluntarily, 
and her present and previous Defense Ministers 
have declared conscription necessary, King could 
undoubtedly have won on a far less weaseling 
statement. 

But the grudging commitment to the Prime 
Minister is probably good only until the general 
election next April 17. Unless victory in Eu- 
rope then looks very distant, King may find it 
hard to hold to the power he has wielded in 17 
of the last 25 years. A really serious question 
in Canada already seems to be, however, who 
could take his place. Or would have it as a 
gift in a country so sadly divided within itself. 
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The British are said to be trying to form 
a sphere-of-influence bloc in Western Europe. 
That diplomatic bombshell exploded by Secre- 
tary Stettinius was a bloc-buster. 
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Agricultural Surplus Note 

Out in Idaho, a man named Darling, with 2000 
turnips averaging more than seven pounds each 
on his hands, is unhappy because neighbors will 
not take them as a gift. “Housewives,” he says 
lugubriously, “get discouraged when‘they see so 
many turnips.”

are not discouraged by turnips. But they are 
deeply chagrined at the thought of one small 
turnip on one’s own plate., The turnip, served 
up with fried polecat, is for humor in a hill- 
billy comic strip. There let it remain. 
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Representative Clare Boothe Luce, visiting 
Third Army headquarters, fired a 155-mm. gun— 
which is interesting news, most of her volleys 
heretofore having been in the cap-pistol class. 


Good Use for Railroad Money 


Railway shares have reached their best levels 
in more than seven years in trading on the New 
York Stock Exchange this month. The railroads 
are prosperous. The fact has a bearing on the 
state of safety equipment on the railroads, which, 
as analyses of wrecks in past months have 
shown, is far from adequate. 

Now, while the roads have plenty of money, 
is the opportune time for them to lay plans 
to install, not just a minimum of safety equip- 
ment, but every device which will contribute to 
the safety of their passengers and which they 
can possibly afford. Or, if they will not do it 
of their own accord, it is the opportune time 
for the ICC to require them to do it.

The Mirrer

Because Greece holds a key position for sea trade, America has an 
interest in its future, writer says; charges of Communism against 
Popular Front complicate the issue; King’s opponents urge land 
reform, co-Operatives and peasants’ democracy, not violent change.

Americans want justice for the brave 
Greek guerrilla fighters who withstood the 
Nazi invaders for four years. On the other 
hand, we are afraid of Bolshevism. Most 
of the brave Greek fighters are allegedly 
Communists, and we do not favor the ex- 
tension of Communism over the European 
continent, Torn by conflicting emotions, 
we cannot make up our minds how to solve 
the dilemma, 


But politics begins with the definition of 
a nation’s interests. We cannot discover 


American interests in the realm of Greek 


economics, for she is poor, predominantly 
agricultural and without important natural 
resources that could be exploited. Her seven 
million people grow tobacco, produce olive 
oil, make cheese and live on corn and pota- 
toes. Besides this, they excel as seafarers 
and traders throughout the Near Bast. 
That’s all. 


In a Strategic Location 


But Greece occupies a atrategic position. 
Together with her islands, she guards the 
Dardanelles and thereby the approaches to 
the Black Sea, In the postwar period many 
American ships will sail through the Aegean 
Sea and the Bosporus on their way to 
Odessa, Rostov, Novorossisk and Batum, 
for we envisage an ever-growing trade with 
the Soviet Union. 


We do not want any country to block 
this sea route or prevent our ships from 
refueling in the port of Piraeus. Further- 
more, the weg of Crete dominates the 
whole Eastern Mediterranean with its en- 
trance to the Suez Canal, the other bastion 
being British Cyprus, For the United States 
this is the shipping highway to the rich 
Middle East, to Iran and the East Indies. 
Should we leave the protection of this vital 
keg wholly to our British ally or share 
n it? 


With strategic positions goes political in- 
fluence, and political influence opens the 
way for commerce, The merchantmen fol- 
low in the wake of the battle cruisers. This 
state of affairs could be changed if the 
whole world accepted the American con- 
cept of the Open Door policy, But other 
powers apparently prefer to stick to the 
old principle of spheres of influence or, in 
commercial terms, to the cartel system di- 
viding the world into monopolized markets, 
As long as we cannot impose our system, 
we must see to it that we are not excluded 
from certain areas under theirs. 


Are They Communists? 


There ig no doubt that the British back- 
ing of the Papandreou Government is an 
attempt to draw Greece completely into the 
British orbit, But what is the alternative? 
If we believe some Athens reports, Greece 
would fall into the Russian sphere. True, 
Stalin promised Churchill in October not to 
send Russian troops into Greek territory, 
thug renouncing such a sphere, but the 
Greek Popular Front is said to be Com- 
munist. Hence, whether Stalin wants it or 
not, the fight between Papandreou and the 
Greek Magquis would be a struggle between 
British and Russian influence. 

Is the Greek Popular Front really Com- 
munist? Constantine Poulos, Overseas 
News Agency correspondent, recently wrote 
that the so-called Greek leftists were mys- 
tified because the British troops were not 
accompanied by American soldiers, and 


that the Popular Front members were try- 
ing to orient themselves toward the United 
States. That does not sound very Com- 
munistic. 


Furthermore, we should not apply West- 
ern industrial concepts to a country where 
antagonism between magnates and workers 
is almost unknown. Greece hag neither a 
big industrial class nor a large proletariat, 
and therefore no real Communists. There 
are feudal landlords, poor peasants and 
tenants, 


What the Group Wants 


The King of Greece is a feudal dictator, 
and his most extreme opponents cal] them- 
selves Communists because to them the 
word ig the modern expression for a revo- 
lutionary, They want not a Soviet state, 
but land reform and a peasants’ democracy, 
Their most radical proposal is that of agri- 
cultural co-operatives as in Denmark or 
Canada, 


It is regrettable that the British have 
allied themselves with the old reactionary 
forces of the royal dynasty, If they pursue 
this policy to its logical consequences, they 
will drive the Greek majority precisely in 
the direction they want moat to avoid. 


The Greek struggle for political freedom 
is old. It went on for decades and won for 
a short time under the famous Republican 
leader Venizelos. No one can say that this 
was a Communist movement or that it was 
even oriented toward Russia. That the 
Greek popular forces lost was not complete- 
ly their fault. We must not forget that 
Greece in the ‘30s was surrounded by 
Fascist or semi-Fascist dictatorships, That 
was the case in Yugoslavia, Buigaria, Italy 
and Turkey. It was easy to suppress a 
popular movement in such a climate, 


Movement Still Lives 


But, astonishingly enough, it could not 
be exterminated. Even the Germans did 
not succeed in crushing it. For when the 
resistance against the Nazis was organized, 
the genuinely potent forces turned out to 
be the same old revolutionaries with their 
republican, democratic and land reform 
ideas. 


The new Greece will be bordered by a 
very leftist Yugoslavia, perhaps united 


‘ with a similar leftist Bulgaria in a Balkan 


Federation, Italy will not be the same old 
feudal state, despite London’s efforts to 
preserve it ag such, And Turkey is too close 
to the Soviet Union to give much encour- 
agement to reactionary forces in the neigh- 
borhood. In such a world, Greek feudalism 
cannot resort to its ancient practice of 
waging a foreign war when the internal 
pressure became too dangerous. 


It is, perhaps, in American interest to 
contribute somewhat to an intelligent sola- 
tion of the Greek crisis, It cannot be very 
difficult to moderate the most radical ele- 
ments of the Greek Popular Front if they 
can be reassured that a new democratic and 
economically reformed Greece will emerge.

A Feverishly Exciting Novel 
On Man’s Inhumanity to Man 


“Inherit the Earth,’’ by Margaret Shedd. (Harper © 

Brothers, New York.) 

Here is the most exciting novel of the 
year. It is not necessary to have read all 
the novels of the year to make so positive 
a statement; it is only necessary to realize 
that a book can be only just so exciting. 

If any reader imagines that hig taste for 
thrills has been jaded by Alfred Hitchcock 
movies or Ellery Queen mysteries, let him 
buy this book; if, within 24 hours, he is 
not thrusting it on hig friends, let him de- 
rive what comfort he can from being a most 
phlegmatic member of the reading public. 

“Inherit the Earth” ig far from being a 
mere thriller. Although it tells as exciting 
a story as one is ever likely to meet, the 
most exciting thing about the book ig its 
combination of externally thrilling events 
with rare emotional perceptiveness and— 
above all—a fearless belief, a noble certi- 
tude, that this is a new era, the Century 
of the Common Man. 

Miss Shedd has written this book in the 
white light of faith in the inherent decency 
of the ordinary fellow, and in the white 
heat of indignation with those who would 
deny his worth and would exploit his life to 
their own ends.

The setting is a Latin American republic. 
For her villains, Miss Shedd hag assembled 
a fine collection of modern rascals—a Nasi 
spy, a Spanish Falangist, two unscrupulous 
business men (English and American), a 
stupid employe of the State Department, 
various Latin American politicians, all of 
whom are devoted to satisfying their per- 
sonal greed by depriving the ordinary man 
of even the common needs of daily life. 

The heroine is an American woman who 
has chosen sides with the helpless people 
of her adopted country. The issue between 
the weak and the strong is clearly joined, 
and the events of the story leave the reader 
with Miss Shedd’s own blazing hatred for 
the brutal exploiters and her tenderness 
for the exploited. 

Some readers may consider the story 
melodramatic. They may object to its point- 
ed contrasts and savage ironies; they may 
assert that there are an incredible number 
of murders in cold blood, and they may con- 
sider the construction overwrought to the 
point of being theatrical, It is no answer 
to say that such murders do occur, or that 
such coincidences do sometimes happen; 
the answer is that Miss Shedd is a good 
enough artist to get away with such things. 

Her book ig a brilliant stylistic and tech- 
nical performance; more than that, it is a 
splendid declaration of the most dynamic 
faith of our times,

ERE in Leyte we have had 


our first opportunity to see the 


results of Japan’s “Greater East Asia ‘Co-Prosperity Sphere” on 
the economy and social well-being of a cultured people. 


For several weeks 1 nave min- 
gied with Filipinos in every walk 
of life: I have lived in the same 
house with Gen. Valdez, former 
member of President Quezon’s 
delegation to America, and with 
Col. Kangleon, leathery ex-soldier, 
leader. of the guerrillas and a 
warrior of Bataan; the kindly 
woman who owned our quarters 
is the widow of a prosperous 
oe and pharmacist of Taclo- 


n. 

My laundress ig a very poor 
woman, living in a humble nipa 
hut with her ex-soldier husband, 
and I have discussed the occu- 
pation with a priest of Spanish 
descent, who managed with dif- 
ficulty to keep his little parish 
intact under the heel of Japan. 
I can do no better in stating 
the facts of their ordeal than 
to quote these good people in- 
dividually. 


Former Aid to Quezon. 

Gen. Valdez, a _ fine-looking 
man of middle age, educated in 
Manila, the United States and 
in Europe, was a_ well-known 
surgeon before joining the Phil- 
ippine army. In his country's 
service for 25 years, he was head 
of the army medical staff under 
Manuel Quezon, and, having jour- 
neyed to America with the Pres- 
ident, he remained there after 
Quezon's death, to work for the 
country’s interests. 

e have spent many nights 
racing each other to a little shel- 
ter not far from the house when 
ack-ack bursts, creeping noisily 
across the dark sky, have told 
us it was time to seek cover. 

“One must have known the is- 
lands and their people in the 
years before the war to appre- 
ciate the changes engendered by 
the Japanese occupation,” Gen. 
Valdez told me. 

“Tacloban is typical of most 
Philippine towns; most of the 
people have always been poor, 
which is but natural when you 
take into consideration the coun- 
try’s economy and the long ma- 
turing process necessary to con- 
vert a whole Eastern society to 
new standards of living. 


“Poverty Relative.” 

“But the poverty here is—or 
was—relative. For, you see, the 
wants of the people have always 
been simple; having enough to 
eat, a dry house to live in, free- 
dom to walk the streets, to 
dance, to argue, to worship as 
it pleased them, they were hap- 
py. Life in other greater coun- 
tries, despite manifold material 
advantages, offers little more to 
the common run of people. 

“If you want to know what my 
people have had to endure, you 
must talk with those who have 
been here through the long 
months since Pearl Harbor. I can 
but feel sad at what I see in our 
town today, for I knew them in 
the past. But I do not feel quali- 
fied to speak for the people: they 
are well able to speak for them- 
selves.” 

The parish church—its dilapi- 
dated condition makes me hesi- 
tate to call it a cathedral—stands 
beside the town square, facing a 
dusty thoroughfare called’ the 
Avendia Real. The priest with 
whom I talked was a youngish 
man wearing glasses and a thread- 
bare white cassock. As he told 
me of the Japanese in Tacloban 
his words tumbled out one on top 
of another to the accompaniment 
of eloquent gestures of his pale 
hands. ' 


Priest’s Views on Japs. 
“It would take me the whole 


day to tell you of the indignities | po 


we suffered at the hands of the 
enemy overlords,” he said. “In be- 
ing fair, I must admit that, given 
their own way in all things, the 
high-ranking Japanese officers 
were courteous. They issued proc- 
lamations, took over all public 
buildings and wrapped themselves 
in a mantle of aloof dignity, leav- 
ing the onerous task of carrying 
out harsh decrees to underlings 
who took themselves very seri- 
ously and brooked no disobedience 
from the populace. 

“As you can see, a barbed-wire 
fence was erected atop the wooden 
palisade around our little convent; 
the nuns remained within, which 
was not exactly a hardship for 
them, obviously, 

“Having means in Leyte no 
longer signified anything; all Phil- 
ippine Commonwealth currency 
was celled in, and worthless in- 
vasion money given in exchange. 
The rate of exchange was so ri- 
diculous that being wealthy meant 
the ebility to buy a bag of rice or 
a few tins of cheap Japanese food- 
stuffs. It was a very serious of- 
fense to have an American dol- 
lar in one’s possession, and the 
Japanese took a stern view of ex- 
changing their money for Phil- 
ippine pesos. 

“A woman of my parish, whose 
name must be withheld for certain 
reasons, was forced to spend four 
weeks in a corner of a bare room; 
a line four meters (about 12 feet) 
square was drawn on the floor; 
she was not permitted to leave 
this spot for any reason. That 
woman was 65 years of age. 


2 Pesos a Day’s Wages. 

“If the more affluent of our cit- 
izens fared ill, you can imagine 
the difficulties of the poor. Soon 
after their arrival, the Japanese 
issued their forced-labor decree. 
Under it, every able-bodied youth 
or man, and even some women, 


Japanese military. barracks or 
commissary. Later, they had to 
work on the airfields. For this, 
they were paid as low as two in- 
vasion pesos per day. 

“If that wage figure signifies 
little to you, let’ me add that a 
large sack of rice cost 700 pesos; 
a shirt cost as much as 400 pesos. 
So much time and labor was re- 
quired of the people, that fishing 
and agriculture were 
abandoned, and the poor things 
had to forage for food outside 
the towns like beggars. But since 
we were all in the same position, 
there was little to be gained 
from one’s neighbors. 

“You see that pitiful-looking 
dog over there”’—pointing to a 
little white cur whose ribs were 
& narrow cage upon which the 
mangy 
“they are all like that; the people 
had scarcely enough for them- 
Selves, and the animals had to 
eat what they could find or starve. 
They haven’t tasted meat for so 
long that they must have forgot- 
ten it by this time. What you see 
around you here is the Japanese 
brand of co-operation and ‘new 
freedom’ at work.” 


Widow of Doctor. 

The woman in whose house I 
stayed, along with Gen. Valdez 
and Col. angleon, had _ been 
among the well-to-do of Tacloban 
before the invasion by the little 
brown men. Her husband, who 
died last year, was’ a. doctor: he 
owned two small drug stores in 
Tacloban and another in an out- 
lying village. The six children— 
three boys* and three girls—are 
well educated; some attended high 
schoo] and Leyte Normal School, 
several studied in Manila. The 
eldest son was a flyer in the Phil- 
ippine Air Force, trained at Kelly 
Field, Tex., and March Field, Cal. 
With the rank of Captain, he was 
pilot of one of our old Army 
B-10s, out-of-date bombers which 
were flown against the enemy 
convoys before the fall at Bataan. 
He has had to walk very cir- 
cumspectly under the eye of the 
Japanese since then. 
His mother told me: “They 
took our automobile, of course, 
which wouldn’t have mattered, 
since there was no gasoline. They 
removed our radio to take out the 
short-wave band in it; when it 
was returned, it was nothing more 
than an empty cabinet. 


Bread Made From Rice. 

“We have learned to make a 
great many dishes from simple 
ingredients: there has been no 
flour for two years, so we make 
bread from rice. We always had. 
enough sugar, but the only des- 
serts we could make were of coco- 
nuts. There were no potatoes; 
those cans of Army meat you 
brought are the first meat of any 
kind we have had for a long 
time. We nave a few chickens, 
but we needed their eggs, so 
could not kill them, as in the old 
days, when fowl were plentiful. 


tricity was cut off, because the 
Japanese needed the fuel oil that 
operates the light plant. 

“The case of my refrigerator 
was amusing. The Japanese, when 
they came for the radio, looked at 
the machine, saw that it was an 
Electrolux, operated by a small 
kerosene flame: they took the 
burner away with them, but one of 
my boys, with some parts he 
found here and there, managed 
to rig it up to operate by elec- 
tricity. The Japs never knew we 
were using it; they would have 
fined us or put us in jail for 
harboring such luxuries, I sup- 
se.” 

One of the daughters of: the 
house, a small girl in her mid- 
twenties with a distinctly Malayan 
cast to her round, smiling face, 
said that in school, English was 
a forbidden language; Japanese 
propaganda was dinned into the 
pupils’ ears endlessly. 


Military Police Insolent. 

“None of the girls in Tacloban 
was molested by the Japanese, al- 
though we were afraid of the mili- 
tary police, who were crude and 
insolent. They entered houses up- 
on any pretext and took what 
they wanted. I think that girls 
in the country district did not fare 
as well as we did; nevertheless, 
we never went out after dark 
without one of our brothers to 
escort us.” . . 

In the hut of the woman who 
did my washing, I saw only a half- 
empty bag of rice standing in a 
corner among a pitifully bare col- 
lection of rude furniture, Her hus- 
band had fought at Bataan, was 
released only upon his word that 
he would be a “good co-operative 
citizen;” under this condition all 
would be forgiven. 

He had his wife to think of, so 
he returned to Leyte—to wait, as 
did everyone else. But he bore a 
bitter hatred in his heart, and 
two carefully hidden flags—one 
Philippine, one American—blos- 
somed from the thatched veranda 
of his dwelling the morning we 
rolled into Tacloban. 


Doubtful of New Money. 

The woman was most reluctant 
to také some of the new issue of 
Philippine currency in return for 
the washing, which was carefully 
done, ironed and folded as though 
turned out by a modern steam 
laundry. 

I took a few-cans of rations— 
hash, stew, etc., to this brave 
couple. 

“This is the first meat we have 
eaten in two years,” the man said. 
His wife smiled shyly, in gratitude.

That this promise 
is not always kept, however, is 
indicated by an obituary, pub- 
lished recently in Singen on the 
German-Swiss border which _ re- 
vealed that a local Volkssturmer 
had been “killed on the Hastern 
front.”

The original basic figure for 
German military man power as of 
1939 was about 8,000,000; but this 
does not include males under 18 
or over 48, and the Germans are 
taking anything that can crawl 
these days. 


The permanent German losses 
¢killed, permanently disabled or 
captured) were estimated as about 
2,500,000 on May 1. Since that 
time, they have been increased by 
another 2,000,000. Assuming that 
gains from young men coming of 
age are balanced by losses from 
increasing physical disabilities in 
the older brackets, we may carry 
forward our original figure of 8,- 
000,000 and substract from it the 
total permanent losses in battle of 
4,500,000. This leaves us with a 
remainder of only 3,500,000. 


Call-Up of Boys. 


How is the difference between 
this figure and the 6,000,000 men 
estimated to be available now in 
Germany to be accounted for? It 
is probably made up something as 
follows: 

First, two classes of young men 
under 18-——-the 16-year olds and the 
17-year olds. Each of these classes 
will furnish about 600,000 men, but 
even allowing for lowered stand- 
ards, at least 10 per cent must be 
taken off for physical disabilities. 
This gives something over 1,000,- 
000 men from this source. 


Second, the product of the total 
mobilization of man power ordered 
this summer, and drawing upon 
older men and those formerly ex- 
cused because of employment, 
public office or minor physical 
disabilities. This has been esti- 
mated as providing an additional 
1,000,000 men, a 

Third, the remnant of the non- 
German element which in May 
probably made up one-quarter of 
the German army as it then stood. 
This number has probably been 
reduced by at least two-thirds and 
now stands somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 400,000. (The 
reason for the heavy loss in this 
component is the fact that many 
of these troops were serving in 
Italy or France in the so-called 
“defensive” divisions, and they de- 
serted in droves when the oppor- 
tunity came.)

This German man power, 
cording to British estimates, 
probably distributed as follows:

The balance of 450,000 repre- 
sents troops cut off in tvia, 
Crete and the Aegean islands, and 
in the English Channel islands 
and the French seaports. These 
can no longer seriously affect the 
course of the war and can for the 
most part (except perhaps in Lat- 
via) be contained by troops which 
the Allies could not use elsewhere. 


Allied Superiority. 

It requires only a little thought 
to see from the foregoing how 
really desperate the German man 
power situation is. Take the 
western front, for example, where 
the Allies have well over 1,000,000 
first-rate soldiers deployed and 
have behind that an ample pool 
of replacements of equally good 
physical quality—men of: military 
age, in their full vigor of life and 
without physical defects. The Al- 
lies can always produce a nu- 
merical superiority at their chos- 
en point of attack; the Germans, 
with the whole front‘to garrison, 
must maintain a considerable de- 
fensive force all along the line and 
can provide only much smaller 
concentrations as our attacks de- 
velop. Many of their units have 
lost all tactical mobility, through 
the poor quality of their personnel 
and their lack of motor transport 
and of gasoline and oil. The gen- 
eral quality of their forces has 
been lowered by skimming off the 
cream to form elite units for their 
mobile reserve. 


These are some of the handi- 
caps under which the Germans 
labor. It has been estimated, and 
I think correctly, that if we kill or 
capture another 300,000 Germans 
in the west, they will no longer 
be able to maintain an organized 
defense of their whole western 
front. It will cost us a good deal 
to do that, but it is the only way 
to win. When the Germans no 
longer have enough men, they 
can no longer hold solid fronts. 
And when that happens, we can 
force them into a war of move- 
ment for which their present army 
is totally unfitted.

Held First Step

EFORE the Allies can purge 
B Germany of its Nazi cancer, 
Heinrich Himmler’s Schutz- 
staffel, or SS, must be wiped out,

This highly trained, protective 
guard for the Reich’s internal se- 
curity awaits us inside Germany 
like a foul disease penetrating 
every phase and every fiber of 
German life. Just as Himmler’s 
own influence and political stran- 
glehold grow hourly, SS -power 
spreads itself insidiously, as the 
Nazi crisis. widens. 


Some 500,000 fanatics make up 
this private army of the National 
Socialist party. All have been 
handpicked for political reliability 
and willingness to carry out any 
Himmler order, no matter how 
cruel or revolting. Ever since 1928 
they have been trained to believe 
in the holiness of their Schutz- 
staffel jobs and to protect Nazi 
interests with their lives. No per- 
son inside Germany is safe from 
them. 


Sadistic Robots. 


Physically, SS soldiers are rug- 
ged, excellent types, the pick of 
German man power. Mentally and 
spiritually they are utterly rotten 
—brutal,, sadistic robots. 

Nothing at this stage of their 
long exposure to Nazi regimenta- 
tion could transform such minds 
into normal wholesome channels. 
They cannot be re-educated ex- 
cept with rare exception, and that 
among the older men. They are 
hopelessly beyond salvage. 


Himmler’s Ministry of the In- 
terior is only one major depart- 
ment of the Nazi party which has 
been pockmarked with SS pene- 
tration. About one-quarter of Ger- 
many’s 1200 leading men hold SS 
membership. 

Reichsmarshal Hermann Goer- 
ing belongs to the SS, as do Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
Martin Bormann, Dr. Hans Hein- 
rich Lammers and Dr. Willy Meer- 
wald. Dr. Wilhelm Stuckart, Sec- 
retary of State, is an SS General; 
Ernst Wilhelm Bohle, head of the 
party’s foreign committee, an SS 
Lieutenant-General. Hitler’s deputy 
for economic affairs, Wilhelm 
Keppler, also takes orders from 
Himmler.

FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, Dec. 9 (AP).—Use of big 
floating dry docks in the Pacific 
war theaters has enabled the 
Navy to repair “hundreds” of dam- 
aged ships near the scenes of bat- 
tle and hustle them back into ac- 
tion, . 

These docks, officially described 
as maritime monstrosities, can set- 
tle in the water and scoop up ships 
larger than destroyers. ‘They 
called ARDs—Auxillary 


drydocks. A Navy press release 
disclosed th&t more than 20 are in 
use in forward Pacific areas. 


An ARD looks something like a 
big ship with a minimum of su- 
perstructure. Along either side 
of its hull are living quarters for 
the crew of 125 and huge water- 
tight compartments which are 
filled or emptied to raise or lower 
the craft. 


On approaching a ship to be 
docked, a gate at the aft end 
opens, and water is let into the 
side tanks to lower the craft until 
its bottom ig farther down than 
the keel of the “patient.” It 
then backs up until the damaged 
ship floats in the repair basin. 
The aft gate is closed, the water 
in the repair basin is pumped out. 
The patient vessel is braced all 
around. The side tanks of the 
ARD are emptied and the crippled 
ship is high and dry, ready to be 
worked on,

But Hitler did find the oil to 
wage five years of war. The Na- 
zis built 25 or 30 huge synthetic 
plants—the ones Allied bombers 
are hammering at Hamburg, Gel- 
senkirchen, Merseburg, Solingen, 
Homberg and other places. Last 
January they were turning out 40 
per cent of Army and Air Force 
requirements, 

The other 60 per cent came 
from Romania, now captured by 
the Russians, and from several 
new oil fields In the Reich itself. 
They found impressive oil deposits 
in both Austria and in Hungary. 
The wells themselves can't be 
very effectively bombed, but the 
refineries can, and without them 
wells are useless. 


First R. A, F. Effort Fails. 


Why, then, wasn’t the air attack 
switched to oil long ago? 

“The answer is perfectly simple,’ 
said an R. A. F. commentator re- 
cently. “We tried to do so and 
found we couldn’t.” 

Back in 1940 and ’41 the R. A. F. 
made experimental raids on a 
number of the big synthetic oil 
plants. 

“We soon found that we had 
neither the forces nor the opera- 
tional technique to do them seri- 
ous harm,” explained the R. A. F. 
spokesman. “In those days small, 
precise targets such as oi plants 
were difficult to find. When they 
were found they couldn’t be hit 
hard enough to put them out of 
action for long enough to mat- 
ter.” 

In the years that followed, two 
major developments in aerial 
warfare took place. 

First and foremost, American 
four-engined bombers, with their 
escorting long-range fighters, 
went to Europe. Secondly, the 
R. A. F. acquired new instru- 
ments and learned new techniques 
for attacking precise targets at 
night. - 

However, the Germans were not 
idle, either. 

As the Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators began operating more 
and more regularly, the Nazis vir- 
tually dropped everything else and 
started building defensive fighters 
at plants scattered throughout the 
Reich and occupied countries. So 
the first task was to knock down 
Germany’s rising defensive power. 


12-Month Campaign. 


For 12 grim months everything 
the growing United States Ajir 
Force in Europe could muster was 
thrown into this spectacular bat- 
tle. Day after day the bombers 
hammered aircraft plants from 
one end of Germany to the other 
and the fighters fought furious 
battles all over the sky. 

These great air battles were de- 
liberately planned, They were so 
deliberate that in certain instances 
bombing was almost incidental. 
These attacks decided the bal- 
ance of air power and set the 
stage for a sustained strike at 
Germany’s resources and for the 
invasion of France. 

The war on oil started in earn- 
est last April but did not come 
into full bloom until October. 

The two American forces of day 
precision bombers—the Eighth in 
England and the Fifteenth in 
Italy—-have played the predom-

ments, also has stepped up the 
scale of its attacks on oil. 


There is no guesswork about the 
results the Fifteenth achieved. 
When the Russians captured the 
great Romanian refineries they 
found their output had been re- 
duced to less than a quarter of 
what it had been four months 
before. 


Huge Synthetic Plants. 


The Eighth took on Germany’s 
synthetic plants. Each plant -is 
an industrial monster covering 
several square miles. Many hun- 
dreds of tons of bombs must hit 
such a giant again and again, be- 
fote it is finally knocked out, and 
many more tons are needed to 
keep it out. 

This was done at many of the 
plants in the Ruhr by a series of 
R. A. F. night raids during the 
summer. 

Then came the Normandy in- 
vasion, With fighter bases on the 
continent, the British were able 
to give fighter escort to their 
bombers over Germany in day- 
light-—meaning .attacks on oll 
plants either by day or by night. 


While the oil campaign has 
netted good results so far, bomb- 
ing strategists would be among 
the last to predict that some 
bright day every German truck 
will stop dead in its tracks and 
that every German aircraft will 
fall out of the sky because of 
dry gas tanks. 

The job of keeping down the 
Nazi oil industry is almost as 
difficult as crippling it in the 
first place. 

The Germans make extreme ef- 
forts to repair their plants as 
fast as the bombers tear them 
down. They even build permanent 
“repair camps” alongside major 
synthetic plants. Each time they 
are blitzed repair squads can 
rush into the debris almost be- 
fore the smoke has cleared. 

During the last two months the 
enemy managed to produce only 
a small proportion of the oi] he 
produced in March. Hardly a drop 
of oil is being used in Germany 
except for war. Only the most es- 
sential military vehicles use gaso- 
line. The rest are powered by 
clumsy coal-gas producer gadgets, 

“If only we can prevent the re- 
covery of his oil industry,” said a 
senior U. 8S. Air Force officer in 
summing up the battle thus far, 

“there will come a point when the 
work of the German panzer divi- 
sions and the German air forces 
will be so crippled for lack of 
fuel that they won't be able to 
withstand the pressure of the Al- 
lied land armies.” 
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Facts and Arguments in Cost of Living 
Report t 


Main Conclusion Is That 
Stabilization of Prices 
Would Be Materially 
Aided by Holding Pres- 
ent Limits on Wage 


Increase. 


Because “all kinds of ewvag- 
gerated statements were being 
made,” President Roosevelt on 
Oct. 22, 1943, asked the War 
Labor Board to set up a com- 
mittee to inquire into how the 
living cost index figure of the 
Bureau of Labor was arrived 
at and to see whether any 
changes should be made in its 
component parts, or if other 
improvements could be made 
in connection with its use. 
This led to a study lasting 
more than a year, results of 
which were reported to the 
President late in November. 
The following article sum- 
marizes the conclusion and 
some of the facts and argu 
ments advanced which bear on 
the stabilization of wage rates.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—What 
a family spends is one thing; how 
much it costs that family to “live” 
is something else. 


The conflict between the two 
propositions is the cause of a lot 
of wrangling on the part of ex- 
perts, It runs through the thou- 
sands of words of the recent re- 
port of the President's Cost of 
Living Committee. It hardly can 
escape notice in the expert com- 
prehensive report on wage policies 
by the War Labor Board. This 
forthcoming document already has 
been described as “historic” by 
WLB’s executive director. 


The question of wartime wages 
is involved. Whether the Little 
Steel formula restricting wage in- 
creases shall stand, be modified 
or discarded. Bent but not broken 
is the condition of the formula to- 
day. The conclusion of the Presi- 
dent’s Cost of Living Committee, 
whose findings are analyzed here, 
is that the “cost of living has not 
increased in time of war as sharp- 
ly as labor organizations say it 

” 


The report does not say so but 
implies the President and his ad- 
ministrative authorities should go 
slow in the matter of general 
wage increases; that the guard 
against inflation should not be let 
do 


wn, 

When the Little Steel formula 
was get in 1942 it permitted wages 
to be increased up to 15 per cent 
above the rates in effect on Jan. 
15, 1941. The margin allowed was 
approximately the percentage by 
which the cost of living index of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics ad- 
vanced. It wag the administration's 
purpose then to hold prices and 
wages steady to prevent inflation. 

Spurt in Living Cost, 

What has happened since then 
is the bone of contention. Despite 
all the controls there was a spurt 
in the “cost of living” as measured 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
(BLS index). In May, 1943, it 
stood at 1241 which was an ad- 
vance of 24.1 per cent in a little 
over two years, Nine points of this 
rise had been registered in the 
vear since adoption of the Little 
Steel formula. 

A tightening of controls, appli- 
cation of subsidies, encouragement 
of food production, more effective 
operation of the Office ef Price 
Administration—all these had a 
stabilizing influence with the re- 
sult that there was a recession of 
the index to around 122 and 123 
where it remained for a year. In 
May of this year the pointer start- 
ed to rise again, hitting 1241 in 
that month, 124.4 in June, 125.1 in 
July, 125.38 in September. There 
was a fractional drop in October 
to 125.4. 

This index should be adjusted, 
the President’s Cost of Living 
Committee says, by the addition 
of 3% to 4% points, reflecting cer- 
tain hidden increases. 

If the BLS index were accepted 
as a true measure of the “cost of 
living” the rise would stand today 
at 20 or 30 per cent above the 
level of January, 1941, with an in- 
dex figure of 129 or 130. 

ized labor, however, dis- 
putes the validity of the index, 
asserting the increase is around 
40 to 50 per cent when all perti- 
nent factors are considered. 

The President's committee, of 
which the chairman is William H. 
Davis, chairman of the War La- 
bor Board, does accept the BLS 
index as “an acceptable approxi- 
mation of changes in the cost of 
living for urban workers,” but not 
without protest from the two la- 
bor members, George Meany 
(AFL) and R. J. Thomas (CIO), 
The two industry members, Hor- 
ace B. Horton and George K, Batt, 
agreed with Davis. 

Two distinct points of view are 
disclosed by the report and the 
explanatory statements accom- 
panying it, 

Price Fluctuations. 

First, that of Chairman Davis 
and the two industry members, 
that changes in the cost of liv- 
ing may be fairly measured by 
fluctuations in prices paid from 
time to time for a standardized 


tal living cost is what the fam- 

lly spends for living. 

The BLS index is intended by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics to 
be a composite figure representing 
the price of a standard basket of 
commodities and services. In that 
basket, presumably, are the nor- 
mal requirements in the way of 
food, clothing, house-furnishing, 
rent, fuel, electricity, ice, car 
fares, automobile maintenance,

This serves well as a “price 
index,” the labor representatives 
agree. But they balk at accep- 
tance of this standard basket as 
providing adequately for the fam- 
ily livelihood under today’s condi- 
tions. They think there should be 
more in the basket. 


The controversy over what 
should be in the basket really ac- 
counts in large measure for the 
discrepancy in calculating the rise 
in the cost of living. For instance, 
the labor members thought eating 
out at restaurants, which has in- 
creased greatly even among wage 
earners, should have been more 
fully recognized as a factor in liv- 
ing costs. 

What this amounts to is that 
labor does not want to have its 
wage base tied to a fixed standard 
of living. 

“The American Federation of 
Labor,” said Meany in his com- 
ment on the report, “has never 
agreed to the prineiple of basing 
wages on cost of living or on price 
inflation. The established wage 
policy of this country has always 
been based on raising wages as 
increases in productivity made 
this possible. This is the only pos- 
sible basis for an expanding econ- 
omy with rising living standards.” 

Standard of Living. 
This, of course, is an admission, 
in some degree at least, of the va- 
lidity of the BLS index as a meas- 
ure of the cost of living on a fixed 
standard. In extended discussion, 
Chairman Davis pointed out that 
what the labor groups really were 
seeking was to inject the element 
of a changed standard or “man- 
a of living into the basic cost 
ea, 

It is only natural that the wage- 
earning family should wish to live 
better because it has more to 
spend. The increased income of 
the family, in a great many in- 
stances, is not limited to the 15 
per cent rise in the basic wage 
rate. It is boosted by a longer 
work week, by overtime pay, by 
special wage increases approved 
by the War Labor Board for spe- 
cial] working conditions, by the 
fact that more members of the 
family have jobs, 

Since 1939, Meany pointed out, 
the average wage earner’s income 
has increased about 58 per cent, 
but the straight time wage rate, 
he added, on which the worker 
must depend for long-term prog- 
ress, “has increased less than the 
rise in living costs.” 

“The average American non- 
farm worker,” he asserted, “actual- 
ly receives less real buying power 
for his straight-time hour of work 
today than he did before the war.” 
Quoting Department of Commerce 
figures, he said straight-time hour- 
ly “real” earnings of all non-farm 
workers have declined from 65 
cents in 1940 to 60 cents in 1944. 

War conditions were recognized 


on the claims of labor for full in- 
crease which might have been jus- 
tified by the increase in produc- 
tivity. 

Sees Threat to Labor. 

“We have not asked for in- 
creased pay to keep pace with the 
enormous increases in productivity 
in war industries,” Meany said. 
“We have willingly contributed 
this to the war effort, and it has 
amounted to many billions of dol- 
lars. The Government has profit- 
ed by more work done for the 
same costs and through great re- 
ductions in costs. We have not 
asked for wage increases to com- 
pensate for the substantial rises in 
productivity which have reduced 
ry labor costs in civilian indus- 
tries.” 

However, he saw a dangerous 
threat to labor in the present ap- 
plication of the freeze of wage 
rates resulting from the Little 
Steel formula, the maintenance of 
which seemed to be supported by 
the finding of Chairman Davis and 
the majority of his committee, 

“Our concern over the wage 
freeze,” Meany wrote, “is increased 
because we know its consequences 
will extend into the postwar period 
and undermine efforts for full em- 
ployment. We are equally con- 
cerned because of our obligations 
to those in the armed services to 
maintain undiminished opportuni- 
ties to work at compensation 
which will assure high standards 
of living. ... We have accepted 
this wage freeze, with its serious 
reduction in our living standards, 
at a time when the profits of busi- 
ness men and of corporations were 
reaching unheard of peaks. We 
know that most employers are able 
to pay us a just wage without rais- 
ing prices, and we are fully con- 
fident that in the few cases where 
price adjustments would be neces- 
sary these adjustments can be 
made without causing inflation. 

“The failure of straight-time 
hourly wage rates to rise as our 
national producing power expands 
and our gross national product in- 
creases will be an unsurmountable 
deflationary force paralyzing our

various devices by which workers’ 

e-home pay has been main- 
tained, such as continuous over- 
time, rapid up-grading, the six-day 
week and special bonuses in war 
work. The elimination of over- 
time, the lay-off of extra workers 
and demobilization of our armed 
forces will reduce consumer bu 
ing power by 23 billion dollars 
when both wars end. Subtracti 
this from our present level of 
billions in consumers’ income 
available for purchase of goods 
and services will leave only 105 
billions according to Commerce 
Department estimates. But studies 
of the Commerce Department and 
the Federal Reserve Board show 
that we shall need 114 to 116 bil- 
lions of consumer purchases to 
maintain full employment. There 
will be a shortage of nine to 
eleven billions unless present wage 
rates are raised.” 

Labor's Proposals. 

What labor proposes to meet 
this situation is that the 15 per 
cent limitation of the Little Steel 
formula be replaced by a provi- 
sion for wage increases through 
collective bargaining, up to 30 per 
cent above January, 1941, level, 
for the purpose of maintaining 
standards of living. Labor would 
like to have the right to negotiate 
such increases and have them be- 
come effective merely by the filing 
of the agreement with the War 
Labor Board. 


The contention of labor fs that 
when an index figure compiled in 
the manner of that of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics is ysed as a 
measure of the cost of living and 
as a decisive factor in determinat- 
ing whether wage increases are 
justified, no account is taken of 
progress, of improved standards of 
living, of special war conditions 
which may carry over to peace 
time. Labor's protest is in part 
against attaching determining 
weight in future wage negotiations 
to this fixed factor. 


The labor members, however, in 
the course of the committee's 
study and in their comment on 
the majority’s conclusion, raised 
the further objection that the 
BLS index does not adequately 
recognize all the elements now 
contributing to rising living costs. 

Ten items are listed by the lIa- 
bor groups as influencing the up- 
trend of living costs, some of 
which they think are not properly 
reflected in the index. They are: 

1. Higher dollars and cents 
prices. 

2, Quality deterioration. 

3. Forced trading up. 

4. Disappearance of low-priced 
items. 

5. Decline in special week-end 
sales. | : 

6. Greater increase in restau- 
rant prices than in the prices 
of food consumed. at home. 

7. Greater increase in prices of 
all foods than in the prices of 
the 61 sample foods in the BLS

9. Greater increase in rents 
for boarding-house room, fur 
nished dwellings, trailers, etc., 
than in the rents of unfurnished 
houses. 

10. Enforced purchase of homes 
and forced renting of higher- 
riced houses due to shortage of 
ow-cost houses for rent. 
Chairman Davis and his indus 
try associates defend the BLS in- 
dex as accurately registering the 
actual markup of prices of the 
commodities and services included 
in the “basket.” This was not 
seriously questioned by the labor 
members except as to the range 
of items, which they thought was 
too narrow. It was pointed out 
in the report, however, that this 
base covered 70 per cent of all the 
goods and services utilized by the 
15,000 urban families with average 
annual income of $1534, as ascer- 
tained by a survey from 1934 to 
1936. By this survey, the report 
said, “a typical standard working- 
man’s annual family budget of 
goods and services was estab- 


lished.” ‘ 
Quality Deterioration. 


Quality deterioration, forced 
trading up and the disappearance 
of low-priced items presented @ 
difficult question to the commit- 
tee, There was no doubt that in 
many cases prices charged for in- 
ferior qualities are as high or 
higher than the former prices of 
better grades. Trading up, the 
purchase of higher-priced articles, 
was prevalent, but it was difficult 
to determine how much of this 
was by the choice of the people 
with more money to spend and 
how much by necessity. Further- 


more, to some extent, the higher | ;¢ 


prices were offset by better qual- 
ity. Where complete disappear- 
ance of low-priced items required 
the purchase of higher-priced ones 
there was the possibility of com- 
pensating value in improved qual- 
ity and also a question as to 
whether the effect on living costs 
was measurable. 

The report admitted that there 
was a “hidden” increase in living 
costs, largely accounted for by 
these three items. It concluded 
that on this account at least three

or four percentage points should 
be added to the BLS index. 

‘Added detailed analysis of the 
other elements named by the la- 
bor members, and with the benefit 
of studies by expert statisticians, 
the committee majority concluded 
that these had not substantially 
contributed to rising costs in any 
way not fully reflected in the BLS 
index. 

As to special week-end sales at 
reduced prices, the industry mem- 
bers of the committee cited evi- 
dence showing that in 1941 food 
sales by chain stores at reduced 
prices accounted for a very small 
percentage of the total volume. 
The increase in prices now paid 
because of the discontinuance of 
special sales was estimated in most 
cases at less than 1 per cent. This

ly affecting the cost of living, the 
committee report concluded, 


Restaurant Prices. 


The report also found, contrary 
to the assertions of labor. repre- 
sentatives, that the rise in food 
prices in restaurants was no 
greater than the rise in food 
prices as recorded in the BLS 
index. The other points made in 
this connection by labor, that 
there was more family dining out 
than in normal] times, was dis- 
missed by the committee majority 
on the ground that it should be 
attributed to a change in “manner 
of living.” This disregarded the 
labor contention that this new 
manner of living was dictated by 
necessity and should be taken into 
account, 


Some stress was placed by the 
labor members on the “forced 
to higher priced stores.” This 

sumed that gasoline and tire ra- 
tioning had caused more families, 
especially in suburbs, to buy at 
neighborhood stores, and at inde- 
pendent stores, and that prices at 
these places were higher than at 
chain stores and larger downtown 
stores. Actual checks were cited 
by the committee to refute this 
assertion. 

As to rents, the labor members 
asserted that although ceiling 
rates had been fairly well main- 
tained, tenants were required to 
provide at their own expense nu- 
merous services formerly provided 
by landlords. Also the shortage 
of low-priced dwelling units forces 
families to take gher priced 
quarters, and the moving of work- 
ers from one area to another oft- 
en resulted in higher costs for 
living quarters. The labor view 
was rejected, largely for lack of 
direct evidence and also on the 
theory that what wa: involved 
here was a change of the standard 
of living. 

The scope of sampling of food 
prices for use in the 
was also defended by the commit- 
tee, which asserted that independ- 
ent. surveys showed they were 
representative. 

In addition to the three or four 
percentage points to be added to 
the index because of hidden costs 
attributable to war conditions, the 
committee report said that one- 
half of one point should be added 
in order to make the index fairly 
applicable to the smaller cities as 
well as the larger ones. The BLS 
sampling of prices until recently 
was carried on only in cities of 
50,000 and upward in population. 
Surveys made independently for 
the committee showed a slightly 
higher cost prevailing in the amall- 
er urban centers. 

Real Cost of Living. 

Thus the committee reached the 
conclusion that the real cost of 
living as of last September was 29 
to 30 per cent above the level of 
January, instead of 25.5 higher as 
indicated by the BLS index. 

The committee recommended 
that to avoid confusidn the desig- 
nation of the BLS index should be 
changed so as not to use the words 
“cost of living.” A name _ that 
would more accurately define it 
as a “price index” should be used, 
the committee said. 

Although the question of taxes 
was raised in connection with the 
committee’s inquiry, it was agreed 
the item never had been and 
should not be included in the in- 
dex, The fact could not be escaped, 
however, that wartime taxes whit- 
tle away a substantia) slice off 
from the take-home pay of most 
workers. Although perhaps not a 
valid item in the cost of living in- 
dex, these taxes add substantially 
to the expenditures of the average 
wage-earning family, 

The committee was of the opin- 
ion that stabilization of prices and 
the cost of living would be mate- 
rially aided by holding the present 
limits on wage rate increase, and 
that labor's standard of living 
would not be seriously impaired,

Two Members on WLB 
Indorse Steel Ruling

American Federation of Labor 
suggested today. 

The severance pay allowance 
was embodied in the War Labor 
Board’s recent decision in the 
steel wage case, 

The AF'L’s views came in a con- 
curring steel case opinion by 
George Meany, AFL secretary- 
treasurer, and Matthew Woll, AFL 
vice president, which wag made 
public today. 

They welcomed WLB’s dismisga) 

y order for CIO steel workers 
ut contended the entire steel de- 
cision did not “represent the full 
measure of justice due these work- 
ers” because nothing was done 
to grant a requested general wage 
increase. : 

“The board has approved the 
principle of dismissal pay and 
committed itself to order such 
payments should the parties fail 
to bargain on the issue success- 
fully within 60 days,” they said. 

“By this action, all other work- 
ers will be able to insulate them- 
selves partially against the shocks 
of reconversion. The American 
Federation of Labor members con- 
cur in this action of the board, 
and in the absence of comprehen- 
sive congressional action will re- 
new their effort to make appli- 
cable to all workers any decision 
by the national WLB on this 
issue.” 

Meany and Woll said that other- 
wise, WLE extended to steel work- 
ers “merely the benefits of its 
established policies on certain 
fringe issues” relating to vaca- 
tions, holiday and maintenance of 
membership, while maintaining an 
“obstinate, ill-advised osition” 
against a general wage increase. 

“Despite exhaustive studies of 
the cost of living and an abun- 
dance of corroborating testimony 
from the workers themselves,” 
they added, the majority of the 
WLB obstinately refuses to con- 
sider the prima-facie case against 
the Little Steel formula and to 
make specific recommendations to 
the President, 

The formula limits general pay 
increases to compensate for living 
costs increases to 15 per cent 
above Jan, 1, 1941 levels. Without 
taking any stand one way or 
another, WLB has checked to the 
President the question of liberal- 
izing the formula,

observers have said, But we de- 
lude ourselveg if we think that the 
rman army is not now led by 
men of extraordinary military ex- 
perience and imagination and pro- 
fessional competence, who are ca- 
pable of extracting the last ounce 
of military advantage out of their 
strategical position. 

We are pitted. against a great 
and a most dangerous enemy. In 
the present battle on the Western 
front the recuperative and resist- 
ing power of the strongest indus- 
trial mjlitary power in Europe is 
locked In a death grapple with the 
strong, but new, industrial mili- 
tary power of the United States. 

The infantry bears the brunt of 
it, breaking the way for the col- 
lision between the two powers, 
who at this period of history are 
technologically the strongest the 
world has yet seen, 

Until there is a rupture and a 
break-through, or unless attri- 
tion brings about a pause, the 
battle is equal. For the power 
the Germans can exert on a bat- 
tlefield in Germany is aligned 
against the power that we can 
exert across the ocean and over 
hundreds of miles of France and 
western Germany. 

If it is said that the Germans 
have also an Eastern front to de- 
fend against the Red Army, we 
must remember that we have an- 
other full-scale war to carry on 


in the Pacific.

¥F the reader of this report finds 

it somber, all I can say is that 

it is, I believe, a true report 
which he is entitled to have, and 
very much needs to have. Having 
seen what Americans are endur- 
ing abfoad, I see no reason why 
we, who are .spared so much, 
should spare ourselves the realiza- 
tion that this is the greatest or- 
deal, the severest test of their 
courage, their resolution, and of 
their spirit, to which the living 
generation of Americans have yet 
been subjected. 

I found no trace of hesitation, 
doubt, or faltering, anywhere 
among the armies, and indeed a 
remorseless determination to be 
stopped by nothing. But I did 
find wonder and doubt, which 
could become anger and resent- 
ment, about whether the civil- 
ian population really under- 
stands what this war demands 
of the men who work and fight, 
who slave and suffer in it. 

No one is complaining that the 
people at home are denying to the 
Army what it needs. There is, on 
the contrary, a universal] convic- 
tion that the American Army is 
the best fed, best clothed, best 
equipped, and the best provided 
with medical care, of any army 
in history. 

The one thing the Army do 
not feel they are getting in full 
measure is a thing which cannot 
be produced in factories, but is 
imponderable and of the spirit. 
I know of no better short name 
for it than understanding. They 
do now feel that we do not think

enough about the pain of battle.

America has only begun to un- 
derstand its own productive ca- 
pacities, and one of the most dif- 
ficult problems of our future is to 
adjust our thinking to that ca- 
pacity. Even in our most opti- 
mistic periods, it is now clear, we 
had underestimated our own abil- 
ities. In the last 20 years we have 
raised output per man-hour by 
about 40 per cent. More signif- 
icantly, we have learned that this 
stepped-up production can be fur- 
ther enlarged as the workers 
themselves become aware that 
they have much to gain in the 

neral avalanche of abundance. 

e have found new materials and 
new uses for old materials, new 
fecundity in industria] branches 
thought sterile. We are only at 
the thills of production, with 
mountains still to climb, 

There is good reason for doubt- 
ing the whole theory of frontier 
land as the chief source of Amer- 
ican prosperity. The frontier, I 
am inclined to believe, was far 
more potent in forming American 
economy. 


Other Frontiers, 

The frontier developed our “pio- 
neer” instincts and character and 
gave us the invaluable inner con- 
viction that “everything is pos- 
sible.” I am the last man to dis- 
count the importance of the fron- 
tier. But we should be playing 
false to our pioneer ancestors and 
squandering their spiritual heri- 
tage if we let the image of a ter- 
ritorial frontier no longer with us 
blot out awareness of other, 
arog frontiers still with us—the 

rontiers of science, new indus- 
trial processes, new goals of gen- 
eral welfare. 


In the heart of the wide expanse 
beyond the old frontier are 11 
states—Nevada, Wyoming, Ari- 
zona, Idaho, New Mexico, Utah, 
Montana, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Colorado and Oregon, 
com prisi an area of 1,107,780 
square miles—whose exploitation 
has scarcely been started. That 
region is about the sise of 
India, where nearly 400 mil- 
lion people live; or of western 
Europe, where more than 250 mil- 
lion people live. Yet that frontier 
empire of ours has only 6,400,000 
population, 

Montana has potential water 
power of 3,700,000 horsepower, only 
a sixth of which has been tapped. 
New Mexico has coal lands esti- 
mated to yield 192 billion tona, 
Our frontier empire contains néar- 
ly all the metals and fuels necesa- 
sary for colossal growth. 


Undeveloped Empire. 

This great undeveloped empire is 
not necessary for our future 
growth and expansion. Apart 
from it we have nearly two million 
square miles of land containing 
only about 80 persons to the square 
mile, Moreover, the techniques of 


square acre can comfortably give 
home and sustenance te 10 or 20 
times as meny inhabitants as it 
did a century ago. 

It happens that we still have in 
this country millions of people, 
sunken in poverty, who can be de- 
veloped and turned into great na- 
tional assets. They are people who 
will demand houses and food and 
clothes, necessities and luxuries, 
on an even greater scale than the 
poverty-ridden immigrants did. 
They might be described as our 
“internal immigrants.” 


Science has barely touched its 
unbounded possibilities. When we 
had only a handful of research 
scientists In a few ill-equipped 
laboratories we produced what is 
the great world of technology of 
today. Now, with a thousand 
magnificently equipped labora- 
tories and many thousands of 
scientists working in the fascinat- 
ing quest of the illimitable un-

The very officialg who had repeatedly “proved” that the limits 
of the nation’s productivity had been reached now set gigantic 
tasks and stood dumfounded by the speed, the sureness, the effi- 
ciency with which these were carried out. It became manifest 
that immense untapped strength resided in our national muscles, 
our genius for mass output, our talents for “rationalization” of 
industrial processes, our resourcefulness in overcoming barriers. 


known, it is folly to say that 
science and technology have ma- 
tured, 

Today there is no less promise 
of unprecedented growth in exist- 
ing industried, let alone those that 
are certain to arise but which can- 
not as yet be discerned, ; 

Housing, in ite more modern 
forms, seems certain once more 
to provide economic impetus. 
After the last war we heard 
glamorous predictions for the fu- 
ture of the prefabricated house, 
manufactured at the factory, de- 
livered to the purchaser, and as- 
sembled in a few days or even 
hours. They did not materialize, 

Aviation Developments. 

When this war ends we may ex- 
pect to see a mushrooming of the 
prefabricated house industry, 
bringing unexampled comfort and 
elegance at prices within the 
reach of the masses, The new 
homes will be soundproof, vermin- 
proof, subjectseto periodical revi- 
sion by removing or adding panels 
and sections. It will have new 
types of plumbing, heating, light- 
ing; new surface effects, special 
hygienic properties built into win- 
dows, centralized vacuum-cleaning 
arrangements, It will be fur- 
nished and equipped with me- 
chanical servants stemming from 
electronics; new methods of re 
frigeration, ventilation, garbage 
disposal, and air conditioning; fur- 
niture made of plastics, nylon, 
composition materials, embodying 
qualities never dreamed of in con- 
nection with household goods. 

Aviation is another field where- 
in the protentials of expansion are 
so clear that the least imagina- 
tive are stirred by the perspective. 
The pressures of war have served 
to crowd decades of aeronautical 
invention and improvement into a 
few years, The developments now 
being applied to destructive pur- 
poses will surely be adapted to 
constructive peacetime purposes. 
Electronic devices today used to 
direct deadly fire, to detect ap- 
proaching enemy planes, and to 
locate invisible targets will serve 
to make aerial driving safe and 
easy, and to make accidents in 
the skies less likely. 

Great systems of passenger and 
freight service through the skies, 
millions of privately owned small 
planes of the wing or helicopter 
typea, thousands of elaborate “air 
yachts” do not tell the whole 
story. The whole quality of mod- 
ern life will be altered by the 
plane, precisely as a generation 
ago it was revolutionized by the 
motorcar. New industries deriv- 
ing from aviation are certain to 
emerge, as well as &n array of 
new trades, professions, and in- 
dustries servicing aviation. The 
radius of suburban settlements 


around cities will be greatly en- 
larged by the speed of the com- 
muting airplane, and that in turn 
will offer immense outlets of new 
business enterprise of a hundred 


kinds, 
Other Materials. 


A great deal has been said and 
written about plastics, which also 
open up alluring horizons of indus- 
trial innovations and expansion, 
new opportunities for risk capital 
and dynamic brains. We have only 
begun to explore the frontiers not 
only of chemistry, but of medicine, 
light metals, synthetics. Materi- 
als for new varieties of textiles— 
drawn from coal, air, natural gas, 
cellulose, casein, glass, soybeans, 
potato starch—are already avail- 
able and the area of growth is 
almost limitless, 

Edible fats, I am informed, will 
be made from coal or petroleum. 
Foods will be processed electrical- 
ly, with ultra-violet rays, to im- 
prove their flavor; healt g 
ingredients will be artificially add- 
ed to make familiar foods more 
nutritive. Incalculable improve- 
ments will be made in canning 
and preserving and distributing 
foods. And if, on the one hand, 
we shall convert wood and other 
raw materials into edibles, on the 
other we shall increasingly turn 
familiar farm products into indus- 
trial products. Chemurgy is the 
name applied to this new science 
of agricultural conversion which 
even now is providing the raw 
stuff for dozens of manufactured 
items. It adds a new dimension 
to opportunities in farming. 

The new science of electronics, 
an extension of the miracies of 
radio and television, offers almost 
inexhaustible possibilities for busi- 
ness ventures. Among the devices 
n in use or foreseen for the 
infmediate future are those am 
uring speeds of passing © 
matching color shades, controlling 
temperature and humidity, detect- 
ing flaws in metal surfaces, de- 
tecting smoke and gas, sorting 
and grading any number of ob 
jects, providing burglar alarms 
and signal systems, counting and 
other automatic calculations, ful- 
filling a long array of medical and 
diagnostic purposes—and that is 
no more than a starter. 

The war has brought into wider 
use of principle of “reactive pro- 
pulsion” or the so-called rocket. 
Tt has been used to fire guns, to 
propel gliders, to give us an anti- 
tank “bazooka.” Jet-propelled air 
planes on the rocket principle are 
already in production in our own 
and other countries. Talk, as I 
have done, to scientists acquainted 
with the as-yet-undeveloped poten- 
tials of the rocket and suddenly 
your imagination is overwhelmed 
by its possibilities. 

Talk to research chemists and 
you are thrilled by the same sense 
of the immensity of the unex- 
plored now opening up to our view 
and our practical use. Vitamins, 
hormones, other ingredients and 
powers that will enlarge immeas- 
urably the health and vitality of 
our own bodies, the productivity of 
livestock, are being explored. 

How silly to talk of maturity! 
We are only on the outer fringe 
of technological progress. Provid- 
ed only that the free energies of 
free men are given the right of 
way, there is literally no limit te

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JAPS FOUND IN HOLE 
N HILL HELD BY YANKS 


Enemy Suffocated Rather 
Than Fight or Surrender, 
St. Louisan Reports. 


By WILLARD C. HAHN

WITH UNITED STATES 
FORCES IN THE PHILIPPINES, 
(By Air Mail).—Pfc. Edward C. 
Baettele, of St. Louis, and his 
company held a hill for three days 
following the Philippine landings 
before they discovered 33 Japa- 
nese soldiers had been holed up in 
the hill like moles, directly under- 
neath them, all the time. 

As Saetelle related the story, it 
happened like this: 

“We hit the beach 40 minutes 
after the first assault wave and 
fought inland, gaining the top of 
Hill 522 before dark. We were 
pinned down on that hill for three 
days, under fire from machine- 
gun and mortar positions dug into 
a hill just beyond us. 

“Finally, one morning one of 
our boys got curious about a tun- 
nel dug into the side of the hill 
facing the beach—the side that 
we thought was securely in our 
possession—and decided to investi- 
gate on the chance of picking up 
souvenirs.” 

‘Kid’ Makes Discovery. 

Saettele said the soldier had 
hardly disappeared when the com- 
pany heard a muffled shot and a 
yell. “White-faced, this kid came 
tearing out of the hole, yelling: 
‘My God, that place is full of 
Japs!’” 

After a brief council of war, the 
company decided to toss smoke 
grenades. into the tunnel at both 
ends, meantime covering the en- 
trances with tommy guns. The 
grenades were tossed, the men 
waited. Nothing happened. 

“Finally,” Saettele went on, “we 
took coconut logs from a smashed 
bunker, buttressed them against 
the ends of the tunnel and shov- 
eled earth over the whole thing. 
Later, some of the boys dug the 
place out; they found 33 Japs in- 
side, who had suffocated rather 
than fight or surrender.”

Brutalizing Sport? 


The Hunter Is Often 
Most Gentle of Men

FTER he'd read about our recent deer-hunting expedi- 
A tion, a friend asked me a question which went some- 
£ Athing like this—“Now tell the truth, Len, are you really 
interested only in the hunt and not at all in the quarry?” 

That took us back to the 
old argument between the 
hunters and the non-hunt- 
ers. Not that it’s really 
such an old controversy, 
when only about a century 
ago here in America most 
of our forefathers still de- 
pended upon their rifles and 
fowling pieces for a good 
part of the proteins in their 
diet, True, this is no longer 
the case and hunting in 
America today is either a 
sport or a business as it 
has been in England for 
several centuries. The non- 
hunters stand generally on 
the thesis that hunting is 
cruel, brutalizing and that, 
therefore, all hunters are or 
will become brutes, per se. 
But that is a thesis you just 
can’t make stick, particularly if you know many hunters. A 
man is a brute if he happens to be a brute and as such he 
is just as apt as not to be a non-hunter. Your hunting 
man, by the same token, may be the kindliest, gentlest, most 
philosophical and generous fellow who ever sat beside the 
stove ona winter’s evening and speculated on the prospects 
for a good flight of mallards at tomorrow’s sunrise.

@ THE HUNTERS I’VE HAD the good fortune to know 
are, by and large, good sportsmen. Some have been wealthy 
and some poor and many were well along toward their Biblical 
quota of years. And these latter, I’d be ready to swear, were 
richer in all the human virtues for their days spent afield. 
It might be interesting for those who consider hunting a 
brutalizing pastime to consider that the common people of 
Japan have hunted no wild game for a thousand years. 
Hunting in Germany has for many years been reserved for 
the Junker nobility and those few tycoons powerful enough 
‘to accumulate great estates, Both@hese countries have paid 
“ gpecial attention to the so-called fion-brutalizing sports. Yet 
these non-hunters perpetrated Nanking and Lidice and a 
thousand other horrors which we hunters find it shocking 
even to read about.

I suppose*that the reasons men like to hunt are as 
deep as haman nature and as ancient as the race itself. 
They: partake of the age-old conflict between man and 
nature which is certainly one of the simplest and most 
fundamental of all life forces. In this technological 
age, life becomes steadily more complex with man 
pitted against man and -with every man finding in- 
creasing conflicts within his own being. Small wonder 
that at least some of us should seek escape in the 
simpler conflict with nature—that we should turn to 
the streams and fields, to mountain and wilderness, 
for renewal of the spirit and relief from the tensions 
of our times.

@ THERE’S ANOTHER POINT on which non-hunters might 
do well to speculate. History seems to show us that during 
great creative eras of civilization men are participants in 
sports, whereas during the culture’s declining years they be- 
come mere spectators at gladitorial contests of one form. or 
‘another.

Among all the creatures who inhabit the earth, only man has 
set up for himself the somewhat doubtful haven of the “old 
folks home” where he may sit away his senile years, And by 
the same token it seems somewhat strange that, of all earth’s 
- creatures, only man turns repeatedly to such holocausts of 
mass suicide and wholesale murdef of his own kind as the 
one in which we are engaged today. + —

It’s different with birds of the air and beasts of 
forest and field. Each of these plays it’s part in the 
cycle of nature and by nature’s law the vast majority 
of these creatures meet a violent end long before they 
have lived out their maximum span of years. The 
salmon pushes up the stream to spawn and thereafter 
floats slowly down to fall easy prey to the grizzly bear 
fishing for his dinner. Predators and weather’ are 
the ruling factors in the size of the quail crop and the 
farmer who plows out his fence rows clean, thus de- 
stroying the cover, kills more quail than the hunter.

@ ALL THE CONDITIONS OF ADVANCING civilization are 
unfavorable to the continuation of our wildlife because they 
tend to destroy the environment in which this wildlife exists 
and to create “unbalances” in the community of nature. We 
have seen examples during recent years among the elk herds 
of Wyoming and the deer herds of such states as Pennsylvania. 
In both instances the natural predators had been practically 
exterminated, much of the natural range land of these ani- 
mals had long been taken over for farms and ranches. The 
result was that the herds increased far above the capacity of 
their environment to support them and many more animals 
died of starvation than were harvested by hunters, The fact 
is that the sportaman of today—and not the non-hunter—is 
the biggest factor in actually preserving and increasing our 
wildlife resources. This he does through his greater interest 
in and knowledge of proper conservation measures. And the 
amount of game which he harvests is dictated more and more 
by what is necessary to preserve the various species which 
he hunts.

THAT HIS CONFESSION WAS ILLEGALLY OBTAINED.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 9. 


T was a sordid, brutal murder, 

with nothing to redeem it from 

the ordinary except that the 
victim was an attractive woman, 
but it has made court history in 
Tennessee for three and a half 
years, and the end is not yet. 
Three trials have been held and 
convictions obtained. The case 
has been carried to the Tennessee 
Supreme Court and to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
Now, following the third convic- 
tion, it is to be appealed again, 
with likelihood that it will again 
reach the Supreme Court of the 
United States, for re-examination 
of that court’s new doctrine that 
prolonged questioning of a sus- 
pect is “inherently coercive” and 
that a confession so obtained is 
not admissible as evidence against 
the accused, 

The case is that of the State 
of Tennessee against Edward E. 
Ashcraft, middle-aged drag-line 
operator for a construction com- 
pany, and John Ware, a young 
Negro, charged with the murder 
of <Ashcraft’s 37-year-old wife, 
Zelma Ida Ashcraft, whose body 
was found on June 5, 1941, in a 
slough alongside Wolf Creek, in 


‘Shelby County near Memphis. 


The Negro was charged with 
murder and Ashcraft with com- 
plicity before the fact on the 
strength of confessions alleged to 
have been made by them that 
Ashcraft hired the Negro to kill 
his wife, that they carried her, 
unconscious under an opiate, to 
the slough and that, when she 
revived in the water, the Negro, 
directed by Ashcraft, stoned her 
to death, 

The Ashcrafts, married six 
years, lived in a tidy cottage, in 
the shade of a wateroak tree, at 
3520 Stanton road, suburban Mem- 
phis. As far as the neighbors 
knew, there was no discord. Ash- 
craft was profitably employed. 
They were buying their home, had 
a good car and a joint bank ac- 
count. On the night of June 4 
there was a small party, for Mrs. 
Ashcraft was leaving early next 
morning to drive to Adolphus, Ky., 
for a visit to her mother.

FTER the guests had gone, 

Mrs. Ashcraft slept briefly and, 

as told later by her husband, 
left at 3:30 a. m, on her trip. Late 
in the afternoon somebody report- 
ed to the office of Sheriff Joyner 
that there was an abandoned au- 
tomobile on Raleigh road, near 
Raleigh bridge. Deputy Giles Ma- 
teer found the ear standing on the 
wrong side of the road with the 
ignition on, Under the steering 
wheel was a purse, empty. A 
black turban lay on the ground, 
and toilet articles were scattered 
in the car. On the edge of the 
seat was a broad muddy footovrint. 
It looked like a robbery and per- 
haps a worse crime, though there 
ware no bloodstains. <A driver’s 
license was found. It was made 
out to Mrs. Ashcraft. 


There came a shout from the 
slough, off at the side of the road. 
Leroy Cates, fishing there, had 
discovered a woman’s body float- 
ing face-down. He and Mateer 
brought the body to shore and laid 
it on the bank. It was noted that 
death had probably heen caused 
by blows on the head, but there 
were no bloodstains on the body 
or clothing and no traces of a 
struggle on the bank. 

Ashcraft, returning from work, 
found officers waiting for him at 
his home, two miles from where 
the body had been found. They 
told him his wife had been mur- 
dered. They say he was incredu- 
lous but manifested no emotion. 
He said she carried $50 in her 
purse and had $200 in a pouch 
pinned to an undergarment. When 
the woman's clothing was exam- 
ined the undergarment was found 
not to have been torn or unbut- 
toned. No pouch was found, Ash- 
craft, questioned, said his wife 
arose at 3 a. m., drank grapefruit 
juice and coffee that he prepared 
for her and swallowed an amytol 
tablet because she was nervous. 
He put her things in the car and 
she started at 3:30,

The next day officers found

Ezell that the Negro, John Ware, 
hiding behind the car when Mrs. 
Ashcraft started to leave, seized 
her and forced her into the car 
and drove off, after threatening 
that if Ashcraft said anything 
about this he would return and 
burn the house, Ware was “a bad 
nigger,” Ashcraft said, and he 
was afraid to tell. 

Ware, brought in, said to Ash- 
craft: “I told you,-Mr, Johnny, if 
they ever brought me up on this 
thing I wouldn’t take the full 
blame.” Ashcraft was called Mr. 
Johnny by Négroes who worked 
with him. 

Ware said Ashcraft hired him 
for $100 to kill Mrs. Ashcraft. On 
the afternoon of June 4, he said, 


Ashcraft took him to where the 
crime was to be committed. At 
1 a. m. June 5, he said, Ashcraft 
came to his house and got him. 
He waited two hours in the car. 
When Mrs. Ashcraft came out he 
grabbed her and Ashcraft said to 
her: “Don’t holler. This is a rob- 
bery.”

She 
screamed. Ware picked up a 
stone. “Let her have it,” he says 
Ashcraft ordered. He threw two 
stones, hitting her in the head. 
She sank. He and Ashcraft re- 
turned to the car and fixed it up 
to look like a robbery, Ashcraft 
took $50 from his wife's purse and 
gave it to Ware on account, 


Ashcraft, in the confession at- 
tributed to him, said he and his 
wife had not been happy and he 
had suggested that they separate, 
offering to let her keep the house 
and the car and half of the money 
in the bank, but she refused. So 
he hired the Negro to kill her, 
gave her aymtol in coffee and 
helped Ware carry her to the 
slough. The water revived her 
and the Negro threw stones at 
her until she sank. When § this 
statement was read to him he re- 
fused to sign it unless he could 
consult his lawyer. 

Ware said he couldn't write, al- 
though he could, but made his 
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“DON'T LOOK AT ME, LADY,

mark, saying “That’s what I said 
and that's how it was.” The next 
day Ware re-enacted the crime. 
He was charged with murder and 
Ashcraft with complicity before 
the fact, 

They were tried and, mainly on 
the strength of the confessions, 
“which were admitted over the ob- 
jections of defense attorneys, they 
were convicted and given sen- 
tences of 50 years in prison. De- 
fense Counsel Grover McCormick 
prepared papers for an appeal but 
Judge Philip Wallace, who had 
tried the case,.died before the ap- 
peal could be perfected. No other 
Judge could sign the papers. The 


‘Tennessee Supreme Court ruled 
that a second trial must be held. — 


At the second trial, at which the 
confessions were again admitted 
as evidence, Ashcraft and Ware 
were convicted and their punish- 
ment fixed at 99 years in prison. 
An appeal was taken to the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court, which up- 
held the verdict. The case was 
carried to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. That court, by 
a six-to-three decision, held that 
the confession of Ashcraft was ob- 
tained by illegal methods, and de- 
clared the. doctrine of “inherent 
coercion.” 


The conviction of Ware was not 
passed upon as was that of Ash- 
craft, on the ground that a dif- 
ferent situation was presented in 
the Tennessee Supreme Court’s ac- 
tion on Ware, but the judgment of 
the Tennessee court affirming 
Ware's conviction was vacated and 
his case was remanded to that 
court for further proceedings. The 
judgment affirming Ashcraft’s 
conviction wag reversed and thé 
case was remanded to the Tennes- 
see Supreme Court “for proceed- 
ings not inconsistent with this 
opinion.”

N sending the Ware case back 
|‘ the State Supreme Court, the 
United States Supreme Court in- 
timated an ‘expectation that the 
Tennessee court, “in passing on 
Ware’s conviction in the light of 
our ruling as to Ashcraft,” would 
reverse the Ware conviction. 
Taken into consideration in the 
hearing before the United States 
Supreme Court was the question 
whether, without the confessions, 
there was enough evidence to con- 
vict Ashcraft. Nat Tipton, assist- 
ant Attorney General for the State 
of Tennessee, answering a ques- 
tion put by Justice Black of the 
Federal court, admitted doubt 
whether a conviction could have 
been obtained without the confes- 
sions. In the State Supreme Court, 
however, District Attorney Gerber 
of Tennessee, asking that the 
cases of both men be remanded 
to the Criminal Court of Shelby 
County, said there was ample 
proof without the use of Ash- 
craft's confession to warrant a 
conviction of both men. Gerber’s 
motion that the case be remanded 
to Shelby County was granted. 
The case went to trial for the 
third time last menth with the 
Ashcraft confession excluded. De- 
fense attorneys contended that the 
Ware confession should also be ex- 
cluded, even though it had not 
been ruled on by the Supreme 
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Court.of the United States, on the 
ground that the court “plurajized” 
the two confessions, treating them 
as parts of the same transaction. 
They were overiuled and the Ware 
confession was admitted, with in- 
structions to the jury to disregard 
anything in it that was prejudicial 
to Ashcraft, 


Part of the contents of the Ash- 
craft confession was adroitly 
brought into evidence by drawing 
from Ware that he had heard Ash- 
craft make statements similar to 
statements in the confession. 


The Negro denied that state- 
ments contained in what purport- 
ed to be his confession were freely 
and voluntarily made. On the con- 
trary, he said, they were made 
under threats of the law officers 
that he would be mobbed if he 
didn’t confess, 


Both men were again found . 


guilty and their punishment was 
fixed at life in prison. James F. 
Bickers, attorney for Ashcraft, and 
Grover N. McCormick, attorney for 
Ware, moved for a new trial. Mc- 
Cormick, asked if there would be 
re if a new trial is denied, 
said: 


“We will go to the Supreme 
Court of Tennessee and if we fail 
there we will carry the case again 
to the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States,” 

If and when the case is taken 
again to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, the reliance of the 
defense attorneys will be upon the 
prior ruling in the Ashcraft case. 
They will ask for benefit of that 
ruling in the case of Ashcraft on 
the ground that there was evasion 
of that ruling at his third trial and 
for the extension of the ruling to 
the case of Ware on the ground 
that it parallels that of Ashcraft.

S to the inherent coercion in 

the case of Ashcraft, Justice 

Black of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, who wrote 
the opinion with five Judges con- 
curring, cited the words of the 
Tennessee Supreme Court: 


“They took him to an office 
room on the northwest corner of 
the fifth floor of the Shelby Coun- 
ty jail. This office is equipped with 
all sorts of crime and detective 
devices such as a fingerprint out- 
fit, camera, high-powered lights 
and such other devices as might 
be found in a homicide investigat- 
ing office. ... It appears that the 
officers. placed Ashcraft at a ta- 
ble... with a light over his head 
and began to quiz him, They ques- 
tioned him in relays until the fol- 
lowing Monday morning, June 16, 
1941, around 9:30 or 10 o’clock. It 
appears that Ashcraft, from Satur- 
day evening at 7 6’clock until Mon- 
days morning at approximately 
9:30, never left this homicide room 
on the fifth floor.” 

The court’s conclusion, as ex- 
pressed in Justice Black’s opin- 
ion, was that if Ashcraft made a 
confession it was not voluntary 
but compelled. “For 36 hours aft- 
er Ashcraft's seizure,” the opinion 
said, “during which period he was 
held incommunicado, without 
sleep or rest, relays of- officers, 
experienced investigators and 
highly trained lawyers questioned 
him without respite... . We think 
a situation such as that here 
shown is so inherently coercive 
that its very existence is irre- 
concilable with the possession of 
mental freedom by a lone suspect 
against whom its full coercive 
force is brought to bear. ... The 
Constitution of the United States 
stands as a bar against the con- 
viction of any individual in an 
American court by means of a 
coerced confession.” 

Legal representatives of the 
State of Tennessee, called upon to 
meet the doctrine of inherent 
coercion, take comfort from the 
dissenting opinion of Justice Jack- 
son in the Ashcraft case. Always 
heretofore, said Justice Jackson, 
the ultimate question has been 
whether in the case of a confes- 
sion, .the confessor was in pos- 
session of his own will and self- 
control at the time of confession, 
In this case the Court substi- 
tutes the doctrine that the situa- 
tion was “inherently coercive.” 
He argued that the constitutional 
admissibility of a confession is to 
be measured by the mental state 
of the individual’ and not by a 
general doctrine dependent on the 
clock,

Probably no other broadcaster has 


had surh a varied experience in re- 
porting world events or has seen 80 
many battle scenes or interviewed 
so many world figures as has this 
66-year-old dean of NBC commen- 
tators. As long ago as 1898, he 
sent stories to several Wisconsin 
newspapers after he joined the 
Fourth Wisconsin Volunteers in 
the Spanish-American War. After 
becoming an editor of The Brook- 
lyn Eagle, with which he re- 
mained until 1930, he began broad- 
casting in 1922, Two years later, 
he had a weekly half-hour review 
of the news on WEAF, New 
York. This series established him 
as the United States’ first regu- 
larly scheduled radio commenta- 
tor, 

In 1932, 1936, 1940 and this year, 
he covered the Democratic and 
Republican national conventions. 
In 1933, he made the first of the 
33 trips to foreign countries which 
have made him the most-traveled 
of commentators, In that year, he 
attended the London economic 
conference. In 1935, he was at the 
League of Nations convention, 


In 1936, he won the award of a 
gold placque for his broadcasting 
of the Spanish Civil War, includ- 
ing the attack on Irum when for 
the first time the sound of artil- 
lery and machine gun fire was 
heard by a radio audience, 

In 1937, he again broadcast from 
the League of Nations convention. 


In 1938, he won worldwide at- 
tention by his 19-day watch be- 
fore a microphone and his ad lib 
coverage of the Munich crisis. 


Two Februaries ago, he went on 
a tour to cover political develop- 
ments in Cuba, Puerto Rico, Bra- 
zil, Trinidad, Panama and Mexico. 
Shortly after his departure from 
New York, NBC got word from 
him in Africa. He could not re- 
sist the temptation to detour to a 
scene of interest. 

A year ago, he toured the Pa- 
cific war fronts, visiting Guadal- 
canal, Bougainville, New Guinea 
and Australia, being the first ra- 
dio reporter to land on the Em-

1424 Killed in Action. 

It is scarcely necessary to say 
that the heaviest blow felt by the 
city in the war has been the loss 
of life in battle. The unofficial 
count of those from the St. Louis 
area who have been killed in action 
reached 1424 yesterday, an incréase 
of 1150 over the total reported at 
the same time last year. This does 
not include the many who have 
died of wounds or from causes, 
directly allied to the war. Addi- 
tional hundreds have been wound- 
ed, are missing or are prisoners. 

The movement to honor the dead 
of this war approached fruition 
with approval by an aldermanic 
committee of an expenditure of up 
to $20,000 by the city to match 
funds raised for the proposed $45,- 
000 Court of Honor by the World 


War II Memorial Committee.

The regiment, now at the ap- 
proaches to the Po Valley, entered 
the lines last April 21 at Min- 
turno. Veteran members of the 
group have won three Digtin- Y 
guisied Service Crosses, 35 ver 
Stars and more than 200 Bronze 
Stars. 

After helping to breach the 
Gustav line, the regiment captured 
Formia on May 18 and then moved 
northward to capture Sezze. The 
unit then was reorganized and in # 
September took over the main 
task of the Ejghty-fifth Division 
in Fifth Army operations against #- 
the Gothic Line. ry

$116,697 ON WORK LAST YEAR 


The Tuberculosis and Health 
Society of St. Louis listed expendi- 
tures of $116,697 for the year 
ended Sept. 30 in its annual re- 
port made public yesterday.
